Marked Centrast to LaSt Meeting. 

The proceedings yesterday were in 
marked contrast to those of Tuesday, 
Thén members of the board, as if reluct- 
ant to use Central Park, were careful 
by their questioning to. draw from Guy 
Emerson of the Liberty s.oan Committet, 
repeated and emphatic statements that 
Central Park alone would be possible 
as a site for the exhibition. Yesterday 
this semblance of reluctance was wholly 
abandoned, and the board would heed 
mobody who had a word to say for the 
park. It was reported. almost. immedi- 
ately after the adjournment of the 
board that plans were already’ under 
way to commercialize the proposed 
trench system by the taking of moving 
pictures to be exhibited for pay. In 
justice to the Liberty Loan Committee, 
ft must be said that it has nothing to do 
with this project. When Guy Emerson, 


“the committee’s Director of Vublicity, 


was asked about it last night he said: 
**No enterprise for private profit will 
be allowed. in. connection with the 


_ trenches; no exclusive rights for motion 


pictures or ~other concessions will be 
granted; and the question of taking | 
moving pictures of the trenches has 
never even been ruised, to my knowl- 
edge.” 

Whether Mr. Emerson is right or not 
in his assertion that. no exclusive mo- 
tion-picture rights will be granted re- 
mains to'be seen, So far as at present 
appears the committee has only ob- 
tained the right. to dig up the park and 
hold its exhibition. Control of other 
activities in the park still rests with 
the city officials. it is well known that 
friends of some of the Tammany offi- 
cials are interested in the moving-pic- 
ture business. 

Hearing on Spoliation Protests. 

The trench question came before the 
Board of Estimate on a report of thé 
Committee on City Plan and Public Im- 
provements, following the regular cal- 
endar of the Board of Estimate.

War Trade Board Issues Its 
First Restrictive List on 
Nonessentials. 











INCLUDES MANY LUXURIES 


Plan Is Expected to Release 
1,500,000 Tons of Cargo 
Space by October.

WASHINGTON, March, 22.—The War 
Trdde Board today placed drastic re- 
strictitons upon the importation of many 
so-called nonessential!’ commodities 
which, it is believed, will add at least 
350,000 tons of shipping to the fleet now 
employed in. carrying troops, munitions, 


fand foodstuffs ito Europe. The condi- 


tions imposed become — effective on 
April 15. 

The saving, it is. said, will be approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 tops oF cargo, space. for. 
the period of seven and one-nalt, nieriths, 
‘er@ine’ “Oct. 1. The ships’ representing 
this cargo space probably would aver- 
4 age from four to five trips during the 
period namedy A rough estimate of the 
shipping released for war service, there- 
fore, is put at 350,000 tons: 

The. action followed closely,.upon the 
commandeering of ;Dutch ships which 
brought 1,000,000 tons of vessels under 
the centrol of the allied. nations. At 
least half-of the Dutch tonnage will be 
available for overseas -service within a 
short time. 

These developments brought the addi- 
tional tonnage which will be used soon 
in the most vital war service to 850,000 
deadweight tons, and it is indicated 
that further steps will be taken by add- 
ing to the list of restricted imports 
which will inerease this total to frdm 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 tons within another 
two or three months. 

The governmental departments aré 
endeavoring, in carrying™out the pro- 
gram, to cause as little disturbance as 
possible in commercial relations with 
neutral Europe, South America, and the 
Orient. The “ bridge across the Atlan- 
tic,” however, must be maintained, and 
a survey has made officials confident 
that this can be accomplished, at the 


.present rate of submarine sinkings, 


pending the time when new construction 
meets the requirements. 
~ Japan’s Silk Undisturbed. 

In cutting down the imports in order 
to free shipping for war servite, the 
Government has. not yet reached out to 
disturb seriously the trade with Japan, 
and silk has not been placed on the list 
of restricted commodities. Amy step in 
that direction will be taken only after 
the most careful considgration and con- 
sultation with Japanese’ diplomats. 
There is every hope now of a speedy ar- 
rangement with Japan by which. 150,000 
tons of shipping will be turned over to 
the United States in return for steel for 
ihe construction of new shipping. There 
has as yet been no official announce- 
ment, but unofficial reports from Tokio

to that effect have not been denied. 

The action by the War Trade Board 
today was based upon the’ proclamation 
the President on Feb. 4 
placing ail ampvrts under control. It 
does not relieve ..wiporters from the ne- 
cessity of obtaining licenses for com- 
modities not on the list published today. 
Great Britain has already taken similar 
steps to place its uade on a war basis. 
The first list maue effective for the 
United States includes only the com- 
modities which it is believed can be 
most easily spared or repiaced by other 
products which do not involve the use 
of shipping. 

The decision to permit imports from 
IXurope on a considerable scale is ex- 
plained by the fact that owing to the 
heavy movemént of cargo eastward 
across the Atlantic there is more avail- 
able cargo space upon the return voy- 
age. It is essential, however, to keep 
the ships movirg as rapidly as possible, 
so the quéstion of delay in loading will 
pe considered in connection with appli- 
cations. When commodities not abso- 
lutely. embargoed can be loaded with 
reasonable speed upon vessels which are 
about ‘to return to the’ United States, 
be issued.

SIBERIAN ROAD NOT SEIZED 


War Prisoners Are Working On 
* It Under Guard, Bolshevist 
Officials Explain. 


ELIMINATING THE OLD ARMY 


Its Delegates Being Ousted from the 
Soviets—Petrograd Emp- 
tied to Save It. 


MOSCOW, March 19, (Associated 
Press. )—Notwithstanding that peace with 
Germany has been ratified by the Con- 
gress of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Dele- 
gates, the. German advance in Russia 
still continues, the.evacuation of Petro- 
grad having ‘served. only to change the 
German objective to Moscow. 

According to reports printed in the 
newspapers this morning, the Germans 
are moving toward Moscow from three 
directions, southwest, west, and north- 
From the southwest they re- 
cently have advanced twenty-five miles 
from Konotop, Province of Tchernigov, 


inthe general direction of Bryansk, 
which is 235 apiles from Ww by rail. 
Frem the it the Germans are ap- 


west. 


miles from Moscow. In the northwest 
they have captuted thé station’ of Rose- 
novskaya, in the Governinent 6f Vitebsk. 

The order’ to evactiaté , thé hospitals 
and other institutions in Gjhatsk, 100 
miles from Moscow, indicates that a 
further “German advance is considered 
imminent by the Government. 

The Governwients of Poltava, Kharkoy, 
and Tchernigov have all been declared 
in a state of siege by the. Ukraine Gov- 
ernment in an effort to save Kharkov 
and prevent a further advance by the 
Austrians supporting the Ukraine bour-. 
geoisie Rada. 

M. Tchitcherin of the. Bolshevist Far- 
eign Office in a statement issued today 
says that the Soviet Government is 
negotiating informally with Ukraine for 
peace and that he hopes formal negotia- 
tions will open shortly. 

Deny Reports About Prisoners. 

Rumors that Austrian and German 
prisoners of war have occupied the 
Trans-Siberian Railway are character- 
ized as an absolute falsehood in a dis- 
patch received by Leon Trotzky, the 
Bolshevist Foreign Minister, in re- 
sponse to inquiries made of the repre- 
sentatives of the icici at commis- 
saries at Irkutsk. ‘ 

Under M. Trotzky’s instrasnd. die 
rect telegraphic communication has been 
established with M. Stremberg, Com- 
missioner of Military Affairs, and M. 
Jansen, President of the Central Execu- 
tive Council of the All Russian Soviet, 
both of whom are at Irkutsk. 

Replying to questions concerning re- 
ports relative to prisoners, they said: 
“Rumors about the occupation of Si- 
berian railways by German and Aus- 
trian prisoners of war are absolute 
falsehoods. Prisoners of war, not armed, 
are grouped all along the Siberian Rail- 
way line and guarded by armed patrols. 
We protest against the spreading of de- 
liberately false rumors by foreign repre- 
sentatives who further complicate the 
Russian situation.’’ 

It is reported from Blagovieshtchensk 
that during an uprising of the White 
Guards there the members of this force 
fired upon the Chinese in the city and 


attempted to create dissension between, 


the Bolsheviki and the Chinese, but 
failed when the Red Guards entered the 
city.. The Chinese population is friendly 
to the Bolsheviki. ~ 

The Soviet Government is rapidly dis- 
arming and disbanding the old army 
ana eliminating its influence from public 
affairs. The Moscow Soviet hus re- 
moved from its Executive Committee 
all soldier representatives, and similar 
action is taking place throughout Rus- 
sia; as the old army is presumubly out 
of existence and not entitled to repre- 
sentation. 

Recalcitrant Regiments Ejected. 

The new voluntary army wilk select 
representatives in the various“ Soviets. 
The old soldiers are unwilling at’ many 
places to surrender their arms and re- 
turn to work. At Petrograd three regi- 
ments declined to be demobilized. ‘The 
Bolshevist Red Guards entered the bar- 
racks, surprised the sleeping soldiers, 
seized their arms, and forced them to 
leave the city. The Petrograd Soviet 
has issued a statement saying that 
these regiments were under influences 
contrary to the revolutionary movement, 
were lazy and undisciplined, and refused 
to assist in guard duty. 
- In explanation-of the Government's 
evacuation of Petrograd, the Soviet has 
issued a statement saying the commis- 
saries went to Moscow for the purpose 
of saving Petrograd from destruction, 
as they believed thé Government's re- 
moval would demonstrate the strength

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The 
sinking of two Spanish vessels, the 
steamer Arpillao and the ship Be- 
gona, by German submarines was 
reported today in official dispatches 
from Barcelona. The Begona was 
attacked while on its way to Piraeus. 
The Arpillao was sunk off the Canary 
Islands.

COPENHAGEN, March 21.—In the 
Reichstag yesterday a Danish member, 
Hanssen, made a speech saying: 

‘‘ As a corollary of the principle of the 
right of free action, I want to speak a 
word in favor of the inhabitants of the 
Aland Islands. They want that prin- 
ciple practiced on their islands, and 95 
per cent. of them desire a connection 
with Sweden, if not now, then at 
all events in the future peace arrange- 
ments. Besides, Karalin desifes a con- 
nection with Finland. 

““{t is to be hoped that Germany, in 
comity to Sweden and Finland, will 
make allowance for these wishes. The

EXPOSES COERCION OF LETTS. 


Ledebour Shows He How Germany 
Packed Courland Diet. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Ger- 
many’s efforts to force the inhabit- 
ants of Courland into an appearance 
of willing Acceptance of German rule 
wére exposed in a speech in the 
Reichstag, March 19, by Georg Lede- 
bour, a leader of the Independent 
Socialists, according to an official 
dispateh today from France, 

The dispatch quotes Ledebour as 
follows: 

“When, the- Lettonian Commission 
wished last December to meet at Riga 
te discuss the fate of Courland, a con- 
dition was imposed upon the mem- 
bers that they should abstain from all 
attacks against the German Empire, 
the military administration and ‘the 
authorities. Shey were given the 
form of a resolution already framed 
in which was demanded a constitu- 
tion protected by Germany In a Baltic 
State independent of Russia. This 
resolution was accepted by only 
eighteen members of the Diet. 

“The German Administration, which 
was dissatisfied, then devoted itself 
to procuring the vote of a new rego- 
lution, which was slightly different. 
For this end no means of pressure 
were neglected. Representatives of 
small land proprietors were appointed 
to. tHe. Diet™by the heads of a com- 
Mission named by’ the German au- 
thorities upon the proposition of the

—Enemy first and second line positions 
on a part of the sector east of Luneville 
have been destroyed completély by 
"American artillery fire. After the raid 
into the German positions last night, 
the American gunners. shelled the posi- 
tions heavily all night and this morning. 

Today a patfol, without assistance 
from the artillery, crossed No Man's 
Land and found that the first and second 
lines had been wiped out. The patrol 
also obtained additional infermation and 
feturned without casualties, the Germans 
apparently having decided not to molest 
them.

|MANY GERMAN RAIDS FAIL 


French Repulse Three Near 
Souain — Guns and Airmen 
Down 5 German Airplanes. 


PARIS, March 22.—Violent artillery 
engagements are reported from various 
sectors on the French front in the of- 
ficial statement issued by the War Of- 
fice tonight. A number of local attacks 
made by the Germans yesterday were 
without result. 


The text of tonight’s report follows: 
Great activity by the artillery early 
today. became most violent this after- 
noon at’ divers points north of the 
‘Chemin des’ Dames, in thésr ons of. 
. Courey “phd ki Pompelle; and>: ih °

‘Thrée attacks made by the enemy 
north 6f Souain ‘ard. bast df the: Tetons 
without: result. : 
Two ‘German airplanes were _de- 
stroyed and four badly damaged . in a 
series of combats with our air squad- 
ron: Three enemy~ machines were 
shot down by our-special artillery. 

Following is the text of the official 
statement issued at noon today: 

French troops repulsed ‘strong Ger- 
man raids south of Juvincourt, in the 
sector of Godat, north of Courcy and 
north of the Aisne. In the two last 
named regions German detachments 
were driven from advanced French 
positions after lively fighting. The 
enemy suffered corisiderable losses. 

In Champagne, west of Mont Car- 
‘hillet, a Gérman attaék also was re- 
pulsed: There weré' rather heavy 
artillery engagements in the region 
of the monts, at some points on the 
right bank of the Meuse and in the 
Woevre. \ 
‘It has ‘been established that on 
March 5 Sub-Lieutenant MHarbelin 
brought cows Pcs tenth German air- 
plane. 

Yesterday the Germans maintained a 
; heavy bombardment along several sec- 
| tors of the front. Three infantry at- 
, tacks near Hurlus, in Champagne, were 
broken up by the French. Thetext of 


‘last night’s statement follows: 


During the day the German artillery 
kept up.a very violent bombardment 
between the Miette-and the Aisne, in 
the whole Rheims region, and on the 
Champagne ‘front, especially between 
the region of the Monts and Ville- 
sur-Tourbe. Our batteries everywhere 
replied energetically. 

In the sector of Hurlus the Germans 
made three successive attacks. They 
were either dispersed by our fire or 
driven back by our counterattacks. 
East of Suippes German raids were 
completely checked, Our’ artillery 
took under its fire and - dispersed 
enemy columns, which were advancing 
in the region south of Monthois. 

On the right bank of the Meuse 
and at some points in the Woevre our 
first-line positions were bombarded 
rather heayily. 

Along our whole front today the 
enemy directed a violent fire, em- 
ploying gas shells, against our bat- 
teries, ‘which responded vigorously. 
This unusually active artillery figft- 
ing, with the use of shells containing 
poisonous gases, was continued 
throughout the day. Our communi- 
cations were bombarded violently. 


Berlin. Reports Intense Gunfire. 
BERLIN, March 22, (via London.)— 
The artillery duel befere Verdun con- 
tinued last night and today, according 
to reports of the fighting on the French 
front issued by the War Office. Qn 
the Oise, Aisne, and Champagne fronts, 
also, the artillery actions. were more 
intense yesterday, and there were. peri- 
ods of increased activity on the Lor- 
raine front.

Haig Pays Tribute to Men 
Who Are Meeting the 
Terrific Assault. 


CASUALTIES ARE MOUNTING 


But Not Out of Proportion to 
Size of the Battle, Reports 
Commander.

LONDON, March 22.— German 
forces continued tdday to attack in 
great strength along almost all the 
battle front in France, says the Brit- 
ish official communication issued to- 
night. 

At several points, it is stated, the 
enemy made gains against the Brit- 
ish, but at others he was repulsed in 
counterattacks. ; 

The British losses have been con- 
siderable, the statement continues, 
but not out of proportion to the 
magnitude of the battle, while the 
enemy’s losses continue very heavy, 
“His advante: everywhere has been 
made. at great sacrifice,” is the way 
the bulletin expresses it. : 


#. The British - are _ fighting. . with 


great courage, says General Haig, - 
who reports: that. the Germans thréw * 
about forty divisions (approximatély | 
520, men) into battle at the very 
outset,’ while “many others” have 
since joined in the fighting and oth- 
ers are arriving in the battle area. 

»An official bulletin dealing with 
aviation tells how British aircraft 
during the fighting along the front 
yesterday aided materially the in- 
fantry forces below, killing ° or 
wounding many Germans. with their 
machiné guns, while flying at low 
altitudes. 


Haig’s Story of the Day. 


General Haig’s report tonight 

reads as. follows: 

‘This morning the enemy renewed 
his attacks in great strength along 
practically the whole of the battte- 
front. Fierce fighting occurred in 
our battle positions and is still con-. 
tinuing. 

The enemy made some progress at 
certain points. At others his troops 
haye been thrown back by our '‘coun- 
terattacks. 

Our. losses inévitably have been 
considerable, but they have not been 
out of proportion to the magnitude 
of the battle. 

From reports received from all 
parts of the battlefront the énemy’s 
losses continue to be very heavy, 
and his advance everywhere has 
been made at great sacrifice, 

‘Our troops are fighting with the ~ 
greatest gallantr’. When all ranks 
and all units of every arm behave so © 
well it is difficult, at, this stage of 
the battle, to distinguish ingtances.” 

Exceptional gallantry was shown, 
however, by the troops of.the 24th. 
Division in a. protracted defense at 
Leverguler, and by the 34 Division, 
who maintained our positions in the - 
neighberhood of Croisilles and to - 
the north of that village against re- 
peated attacks. 

A very gallant fight was made by 
the 51st Division in the neighbor- 
hood of: the Bapauine-Capabrat road ~ 
against repeated attacks. * ~ 

Identification obtained in the 
course of the battle shows that the 
enemy's opening attack was deliv- 
ered by some forty divisions, sup- 
ported by great masses of German- 
artillery, . reinforced ~ by © Austrian. 
batteries. Many other German di- ’ 
visions have since taken part in the 
fighting, and others are arriving in 
the battle area. $

The mist over the whole front 
Thursday rmiorning cleared locally 
later, but at most places the 
weather was ‘unsuitable for low fly- 
ing. The enémy’s attacking troops 
and reinforcements on the battle- 
front offered excellent targets to the 
pilots of our low-flying machines, 
who poured many thousands of 
rounds into them, causing innumer- 
able casualties. 

Our bombing machines also at- 
facked these targets, in addition to 
bombing important railway stations 
on the battlefront, over 100 bombs 
being dropped. 

A great deal of fighting occurred 
at low altitudes, in which sixteen 
hostile. machines were downed and 
aix driven down out of control. A 
hostile balloon was destroyed by one 
of our pilots. One of the enemy’s 
low-flying airplanes Was shot down 
in our lines by infantry. Three of 
our machines are missing. 

During the night night-flying 
@quadrons, in.the southern area of 
the front ‘were unable to leave the 
ground owing to the mist. 

In the northern area, where the 
Weather was clear,. our airplanes 
dropped three and one-half tons of 
bombs on the dockyards at Bruges 
and three and oné-half tons of bombs 
on rest billets, northwest of Tour- 
nai. All of our machines returned. 


GUNS MASSED BY THOUSANDS. 


British Artillery Works Havoc 
Among German Batteries. 


BRITISH ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
IN FRANCE, March 22, (Associated 
Press.)—The Germans today continued 
their assault against the British posi-- 
tions in the Cambrai sector, notably in 
the region of Croisilles, (southeast of 
Arfras,) and Hargicour:, (south of Cam- 
brai.) 

At least forty divisions, (approximately 
620,000 men,) have been identified on 
the battlefront. 

No such concentration of artillery has 
been seen since the war began, The 
cnemy had 1,000 guns in one small sec- 
tor—one for every twelve yards. The 
heavily massed German artillery has 
been badly hammered by the British 
guns. 

Severe fighting was proceeding this 
morning in St. Lega, southwest of 
Croiselles. This folowed' extensive 
bombing operations by the enemy.. 

On the southern battlefield also a 
bitter struggie was waged today. 

The first stage of the offensive passed 
yesterday with the enemy failing badly 
in the execution of his program, os 18 
attested by Captured documents, - show- 
ing what he planned to do in the early 
hours of his offensive. 

The Germans in many sections yester+ 
day attacked in three waves of infan- 
try, followed up by shock troops. As; 
@ result they suffered very heavy 
casualties. The hardest fighting in the 
northern battle was between the Canal 
du, Nord and Croisilles. 

Vigorous counterattacks late in the} 
day restored some of the positions ' 
which the British had abanduned tem- 
porarily. 

One of the most brilliant of these 
counterattacks took place at Doignies, 
(west of Cainbrai.) The British aéd- 
vanced with infantry and tanks at 7 
M., and after fierce fighting drove 
out the encmy. 

Last night was fairly quiet along’ the 
front and. today dawned cold and bleak. 
A heavy mist made air  reconnois- 
sanhces impossible, wiich Was of ad- 
vantage to the British, as the enemy 
were deprived of greatly needed aerial 
observation. A bright sun at midday, 
however, rendered observation possible 

The exact British line cannot be made 
public. The only reason is that it might 
furnish the enemy with valuable in- 
formction. 


This dispatch indicates that Hinden- 
burg’s troops have pierced the British 
lines to some depth -at two points at 
least. 

One of these is southwest of Croiselles. 
Here the British and Germans aye f.ght- 
ing for the possession of St. Leger, 
showing a loss of ground by’ Haig'’s mén 
of more than a mile, and provably 
nearer two miles. 

The other point is on the Cambrai 
northwest of Hermics. Here 
the Germans captured Doignies during 
Thursday, only to lose the village by a 
British assauit in the evening. Fighting 
here shows that the Germans have gone 
fully a mile beyond the lines recently 
held by the British forces. 


GERMAN DEAD LITTER GROUND. 


London Discredits Berlin Claim as 
to Prisoners. 


LONDON, March 22.—The news from 
the front that forty German divisions 
were engaged in the fighting on the 
front of attack and that the greatest 
concentration of artillery in the world’s 
history was operating gave the British 
public an idea of the tremendous strug- 
gle on the West front. But nothing in

IN FOES CAPTURED 


With 16,000 Now Claimed, Ger- 
'mcns Have 70,000—British Took 
73,000 Germans Last Year. 


If the German claim of 16,000 British 
prisoners taken within the last thirty- 
six hours be correct, it brings the total 
up to about 70,000 British taken by Ger- 
Mans, as against 73,181 Germans taken 
in 1917 by the. British, or 127,102 since 
the war began. 

The Germans’ claim of having cap- 
tured 10,000 men and 149 guns in their 
counterattack on Cambrai of Nov. 30 
Was denied by the British Government. 


| éntire month on all fronts was 74,650. 
In the saine month the British captured 
20,869 prisoners and 221 guns, of which 
11,551 Germans and 138 guns were taken 
between Ypres and St. Quentin on the 
Western front. 

On Jan. 7 Brig. Gen. A. C. McLachlan, 
British Military Attaché at Washington, 
said that in 1917 the British had cap- 
tured 115,000 prisoners and 7S1 guns. 
Of these totals, according to an officiat 
Statement issued by the British War 
Office on the same day, 73,131 prisoners 
and 531 guns had been taken on the 
western front, where the British had 
lost 27,200 prisoners and 166 guns.

Secretary McAdoo, 
however, said that there could be no 
doubt of the ultimate result, and that 
when the differences of views and meth- 
ods as to details of the situation and 
problem were adjusted everybody would 
get together and ‘ put the whole thing 

over.”’ 

Chance tor Big Note Issue. 


One of ‘the first proceedings in the 
conference, and one that was réassuring 
in the extreme, was a statement pre- 
sented by Governor Harding for the 
Federal Reserve Board, showing the 
remarkable prospect in the matter of 
additional Federal-Reserve note issues 
based on excess reserves or free gold. 
The volume of excess reserves, which 
represents the difference between the 
total cash reserves and the sum of re- 
quired reserve against deposits and 
against Federal Reserve notes in cir- 
culation, has now reached the sum of 
$794,772,000. On the basis of 40 per 
cent. required reserve against Federal 
Reserve notes, this excess would sus- 
tain further issues of $1,986,930,000. 

A consideration affecting the volume 
of the next issue of Liberty bonds is the 
uncertain amount to be derived from 
new taxation. It is now estimated that 
the income tax, with the new lower lim- 
{tations on incomes, will produce $1,200,- 
000,000; and to this will be added the 
excess profits, tax of $1, 220,000,000. 
These totals, as estimated, are,. roundly, 
an increase of 100, per cent. over the 
revenues along the same line of taxation 
last year. If the size of the bond issue 
{is to be made simply to meet the re- 
quirements of the existing program of 
advances to the Allies for the present 
fiscal year, the large increments of tax- 
ation would go far toward limiting the 
burden that must iy taken up Miers 
the next th If, however, ‘the 
exigencies WEty Oye wat Yntpe*attvaly de- 
mand larger advances in the next fiscal 
year, the next bond issue might reach 
$10,000,000,000... The conservative limit 
urged by not a few today in the confer- 
ence, in view of financial conditions, 
was less than this by $3,500,000,000. 

Rate May Be 4% Per Cent. 

Mempers of tne Federal Resérve 
Board suggested that the investment 
surplus of the country had been ab- 
sorbed by the previous bond issues, and 
members.of the conference represent:ng 
the reserve banks of the various- dis- 


be paid within the next three months 
made it impossible for industrial capi- 
taligation to buy bonds. The practice, 
su general in the former issues, of firms 
and corporations buying large blocks of 
tonds to be resold to employes, it was 
stated,, would be a physical impossi- 
bility. .

AMSTERDAM, March 21.— A state- 
ment made by the Wolff Breau thé other 
day hinted that the wild utterances 
ef the German press regarding the 
action of the associated Governments 
with reference to Dutch shipping, need 
mot be taken at their full face value. 
Much the same might be said of the 
tcomments of the great majority of the 
Wetherlands newspapers on the matter, 
and also those on the Government’s -de- 

cision. . 

The anger displayed in most of the 
papers, and it is fairly violent, does not, 
las far as I can discover, find anything 
like a counterpart in public. opinion. 
have taken some trouble to discover 
- what is ‘thought of the Government's de- 

‘cision in many different quarters. 
|Nowheré do'I find such violent opposi- 
{tion to it’as is expressed inthe news- 
ipapers. Here and there naturally, es- 
jpecially in shipping circles, objections 
jare expressed, and often strongly, but 
{those mainly rest on the somewhat 
jcurious belief that neutrality means 
‘that Holland should be left unaffected 
by the war and allowed to go her way 
(without let or hindrance. Most people 
|recognize, however, that in a war which 
thas drawn diréctly within its orbit 
\mearly the whole-world Holland can- 
|mot expect to be unaffected and must in- 
‘deed put up with being very directly 
concerned. 

The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant 
regards Monday as a black day in Dutch 
history. It looks upon the Government’s 
\décision as an unexpected thunderbolt, 
‘and regrets that the Government seems 
‘to have found it compatible with Dutch 
honor to yield ‘‘ to brute force.” It adds 
‘that the péople had made themselves 
accustomed to the thought of great want 
‘and even that hunger was coming, and

It is odd that papers like the. Handels- 
biad would have been more pleased had 
the Government gone against the pre- 
dominant feeling of the country, and 
would have applauded a decision sup- 
ported by an admitted mipority of the 
people. It is rather an uneviable Pposi- 
tion to be in, but most of the Dutch 
papers are led astray by fear of Ger- 
many and an exaggerated idea of the 
benefits which should accrue to neu- 
trality. The Telegraaf emphasizes the 
fact that Germany admits she can de- 
liver nothing in the way of cereals, a 
fact which has. greatly impressed the 
people. Other papers hint that the 
Allies are unlikely to carry out their

AMSTERDAM, March 19.—A curious 
controversy is going on in Vienna. where 

it is creating a great deal of interest. 

Not iong ago Dr. Lammasch, a pacifist 
member of the Austrian upper house, 
presented. a memorandum to Emperor 
Charles. Nothing transpired about the 
contents of the document until Dr. 
Friedjung published a statement that 
the’ memorandum advised that the al- 
liance with. Germany should not be con- 
tinued. 

To this Lammasch replied that, as the 
document was secret, all that was being 
said about its contents came under the 
heading of fantasy.’ Friedjung retorted 
that one of his friends had bcen: al- 
lowed by Lammasch to read the memo- 
randum without being put under the sea! 
of silence, and that it was quite true. 
that the document did give that ad- 
vice to Emperor Charles. It further 
advised that the decision to abandon 
the alliance should be communicated to 
Emperor William and to the Central 
Empires. enemies. In this way, it was 
argued, the Entente. would bafreed from 
the fear of a gigantic. bloc in Central 
Europe and would therefore become 
more willing to make peace. 

Lammasch’s reply. to ts is awaited 
with interest. 

The controversy has pie els no little 
anger in Germany. The Vossische Zei- 
tung regards it as a very serious. af- 
fair, but Vorwirts is not surprised. 
Vorwirts says: . 

‘“We must not hide from ourselves 
the fact that the number of opponents 
in Austria-Hungary of the alliance with 
Germany increases. That is a serious 
matter which cannot be without -in- 
fiuence on German policy.” 


PROTECT WOMEN SOLDIERS. 


Turks to Keep ‘Them Secluded Be- 
hind the Lines. 


GENEVA, March 20.—Elaborate regu- 
lations are being drawn up for control 
of' the battalion of young Turkish 
women which the Turkish War Office, 
breaking all precedents in that coun- 
try, recently -decided to organize. <A 
Constantinople dispatch says that the 
War Ministry is prescribing minute 
measures to prevent the battalion from 
coming into contact with the soldiers. 

All the officers of the battalion will 
be women. It will perform work behind 
the lines.

‘to enter the army. Their organization, 
to. be known as the ‘ First Working- 
women’s fattalion,”’ will , work eight 
‘hours daily behind the front.

shipping which moves in and out of the 
war zone; secondly, with that portion of 
it which we possesS or control, and, 


thirdly,.and especjally, with the resi- 
duum of our tonnage availabie for meet- 
ing, the civil needs of the 40,000,000 peo- 
‘ple of these islands. after satisfying 
naval and military needs. 

‘‘What shipping ‘conditions may be

each and meat, when it can be got, $2.50 
a pound; boots, $20 a. pair, and the 
monthly coal allowance of 75 pounds 
per person, $85: At Cambrai all the 
factories and - workshops “ have been 
stripped of machinery, and the work-. 
folk live in misery and sickness. At the 
end of last year there weré 7,000 civilians 
living there, for the most part in cellaz.1. 

At Charleville fortnightly rations are 
about nine ounces each of bacon, lard, 
salt meat; and beans, two ounces of 
coffee (when thére is any) and four 
ounces of sugar, which costs 36 cents. 
Each person gets one tin of condensed 
milk per month. The butchers’’ shops 
have lang beé@n closed. Nearly all,the 
men are compelled to work for the en- 
emy, whose rules. are very ‘strict. No 
oné can leave the country. The. in- 
habitants cannot leave their houses be- 
fore 7 A. M. or after 8 P. M. They 
must salute their conquerers. Fines are 
imposed on the slightest provocation, 
or on none, and- woe betide any one 
whose papers are not in order. 

Metal articles, bags, mattresses, and 
other kinds of furniture have been requi- 
sitioned wholesale and systenratically, 
and some German officers make a joke 
of the fact that, after carrying on pillage 
for three years, they still find things to 
steal. When evacuated from a.town, 
women’s jewels are taken from them— 
even their wedding rings. 

Under one pretext or another, a large 
part of the industrial plant of Belgium 
was long ago taken away and sold in 
Germany, but the process continues. 

At Etain French prisoners have been 
forced to. strip the factories. At St. 
Quentin a number of statues and -pre- 
cious windows and pictures have been 
carried off from the cathedral. But per- 
haps the worst cruelty goes on in the 
so-called labor colonies. Everybody 
must work for the Kommandatur—young 
and eld, boys and girls, in town and in 
country. At Fliers, near Douai, the men 
and boys are taken out every Monday 
by motor car to dig trenches in the Lens 
region. Elsewhere they have had to 
build field railways, cut trees, weed 
fields, or gather fruit, amd one must be 
very ill to be excused. Gangs of men 
and women are shifted hither and thither 
like’ slaves, traveling in cattle trucks, 
sleeping in ‘stables, and. subjected to 
every kind of humiliation. 

I am informed that in one such part 
twenty persons died of cold and mise 
at Nivelle, in Belgium.

Agassiz, Formerly of United States 
Registry, Was Outfitted by Teu- 
tons at.a Mexican Port. 


A PACIFIC PORT, March 22.—With 
what is declared to be a captured Ger- 
man raider in tow, a United States 
cruiser is expected to reach this port 
pext Sunday or Monday, according to 
information. given out today by naval 
officers. here. 

Wireless messages from the command- 
er of the cruiser said the captured ves- 
sel was the Alexander Agassiz, for 


logical institute at La Jolla; Cal. The 
chpture was made last Tuesday off Ma- 
zatlan, Mexico. 

The Agassiz, according to the war- 
ship’s messages, carries an all- German 
crew, and had been outfitted for service 
as a raider on Pacific commerce. No 
details regarding the number of men 
aboard or the-names of the command- 
ing officers have been received. 

According to advices received Here, the 
Agassiz was captured fifteen miles off 
Mazatlan, Mexico, at 11 o’cléck . last 
Tuesday. These late reports said the 
Agassiz, flying the flag of the Imperial 
German Navy, was heavily armed and 
carried a crew of five. She- did not 
attempt to “engage her captor when 
overhauled. 

Thé Agassiz was not large enough to 
be used extensively as a raider. Fed- 
eral officials say, however, that it was 
the evident intention of the German 
crew to capture a Pacific mail boat run- 
ning to Panama, outfit it with heavier 
guns than could be mounted on the 
Agassiz, recruit a full crew from pro- 
Germans now living at west coast Mex- 
ican ports, and then start out on a 
reign of terror. 

The Agassiz, according to Federal of- 
ficials, has been a source of much 
trouble for some time, and has been un- 
der suspicion since she cleared from San 
WDiego on Jan. 27, 1917. 

The Agassiz was sold to the Pacific 
Trading Company, three of the princi- 
pals.of which are said to be M. Loch- 
ren, William Taylor, and H. Wheeler, 
of San Francisco. The sale was con- 
ducted through the Controller of the 
University of California, former owner 
of the craft. 

For a time after her transfer the ves- 
sel carried oysters from Tobari Bay, in 
the Gulf of California, to the floating 
cannery, John A. North, at Magdalena 
Bay. When the oysters were found to 
be of poor quality, the Agassiz was 
taken off this run and placed*in service 
between Mazatlan and Manzanillo, Mex- 
ico. While lying at a berth near the 
Mexican customs wharf at Mazatlan, 
she was suddenly changed from Amer- 
ican to Mexican registry. 

She sailed from Mazatlan under the 
German flag last Tuesday morning. 

‘Federal Secret Service men have been 
watching the. movements of the con- 
spirators for many months. They ob- 
tained an inkling of the ringleader’s in- 
tention regarding the Agassiz and per- 
mitted him to proceed with his plans 
until they thought it was time for an 
American. warship to check further 
activities of the raider. ‘ 

According» to shipping records, the 
Agassiz. registers 41 tors, is 61 feet in 
length, has twin screw engines, ketch 
rig, and was built in San Diego in 
1907.

machinery, guns, ammunition, and auto- 
mobiles. All sorts of war material and 
factory equipment were stacked on flat 
cars; and Government employes, factory 
workers, and thousands of German and 
Austrian prisoners are being sent to 
Omsk and other Siberian cities for in- 
dustrial work in re-establishing plants. 


Prisoners Not Anxious to Return. 


Many prisoners when interviewed by 
The Associated Press correspondent’ 
showed little interest in the war, espe- 
cially the Austrians, who apparently 
have no desire to .return home... Some 
of them sought medicines from the 
American Red Cross unit for sick com- 
rades and did not know that the United 
States had entered the war. 

Vologda, where the American Em- 
bassy is now located, has suddenly de- 
veloped from a provincial city with a 
population of 60,000 to a congested 
transfer point with a large floating pop- 
ulation. Military missions of many na- 
tions leaving Rumania and Ukraine have 
gathered there awaiting transportation 
to Siberia or Kola and Petrograd. Ref- 
ugees unable to reach Moscow and other 
points southward by direct line, because 
of hordes of disbanded soldiers, have 
centred at Vologda in the hope of find- 
ing accommodation. on railway trains 
leaving for southern points, where the 
food situation is better: -There is little 
freight moving except Government sup- 
plies. Every inch af space inside of 
cars, on platforms, and oh the bumpers 
is. occupied by refugees. All the stations 
are crowded with men, women, and chil- 
dren — for space in the cars.

PARIS FEARS FOE MAY 
GET RUSSIAN FLEETS 


Naval Critic Talks of Possibility 
- of @ Dash from the 
Dardanelles. 


Special Cable to THE New YorK TIMES: 
PARIS, March 22—The effect of the 
probable annexation -of the ‘Russian 
fleets in the Baltic and Black Sea by 
the Germans is.causfng much specula- 
tion here. Recollection of the activities 
of the Gdben and Breslau. has caused 
certain anxiety as to the possible effect 
of German action“in the Mediterranean. 
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This feeling is voiced this morning by 
an article from Captain V- » & well- 
known naval critic, who points out that 
the Russian Black Sea fleet; although 
less powerful than that of the Baltic, 
nevertheless proved sufficient to prevent 


Black Sea, in spite of its reinforcement 
by the Gében and Breslau. 

The critic opines that the allied fleet 
in the Mediterranean may have to modify 
its dispositions. With the Austro-Ger- 
man flotilla in the Adriatic, he says, 
there is always the possibility that at 
any moment the enemy may dash out 
ofgthe Dardanelles in order to surprise 
transports with supplies or’ threaten the 
Syrian cogst and other sea bases. 

The Russian fleet in the Baltic con- 
sists of four dreadnoughts, four battle 
cruisers, a few second-class cruisers, 
fifteen or twenty destroyers, and about 
the same number of submarines. The 
greater part of these are of old construc- 
tion, dating before the Russo-Japanese 
war. The fact that the Germans have 
seized eight submarines and three de- 
stroyers is evidence of their intentions, 
but the critic expresses the definite 
opinion that in no case can the Russian 
fleet bring any real advantage to the 
Germans on the sea, as it is impossible 
for them to refit the ships and provide

GERMANY IN DANGER 
OF ‘MORAL INFECTION 


Threatened from Russia, Prince 
Maximilian Says, in Pointing 
Out ‘Defensive Measures.’ 


Germany is threatened from Russia 
by a ‘‘ moral infection,’’ says Prince 
Maximilian of Baden, in an interview 
with the Wolff Bureau of Berlin. 
“‘German world order’’ must under- 
take defensive measures against ‘‘ Rus- 
sian world disorder,’’ according to the 
Prince, who is heir to the throne of 
Baden and President of the Baden Up- 
per Chamber. In his interyiew he out- 
lines three measures of defense against 
the Russian. menace as follows, acdéord- 
ing to the Berliner Tageblatt of Feb.

“First. Trotzky proclaims a world 
destiny which he desires to bring about.

Cartainly we are fighting for our ex- 
istence’ and the ‘possibilities of our 
economic development.

That 
would mean to strive for a renunciatory 
peace. 

“As a second defensive measure it is 
necessary to make our Gérman organ- 
ism as sound -and as capable of resist- 
ance as possible. A great mass of the 
German working people is fighting with 
a strong and sound instinct against the 
attempt to weaken Germany’s power of 
resistance. Therefore, I regret , the 
agitation aiming to characterize as “un- 
Patriotic a broad strata of the popula- 
tion and to isolate the members. Re- 
garding the aims of the war there must 
be lively contentions in. every country. 
No ablebodied person must stand aside 
in the task to maintain a common na- 
tional feeling, otherwise we endanger 
our immunity against the Eastern con- 
tagion. 

‘“‘Phe third and most effective meas- 
ure naturally would be peace. The key 
to the situation is in the hands of the 
Anglo-Saxon races. It is difficult to 
see clearly. The reports from erica 
are of a contradictory character. I-do 
not wish to anticipate the reply the 
Chancellor will make to President Wil- 
son, but I desire to point out that the 
President in his latest speech does not 
speak as a world judge. The United 
States has no de to interfere in 
the European affairs or to act as ar- 
hitrator in European’ controversies. 
America will readily acquiesce if it is 
made clear that the conditions proposed

Dear Sirs: You have: Been good 
enough to approve the plans of the 
Liberty Loan Committee to place in 
a city park during. the next Liberty 
Loan campaign an accurate regeoene- 
tion of a_ sector ‘of the fighting 
trenches in France, and have appro- 
priated a sum of money for the com- 

lete restoration of the site after its 
emporary use for this purpose. 

The Liberty Loan Committee made 
this request of the City because it 
feels the necessity, in order to sell 
immense amounts of war bonds during 
a four weeks’ period, of conducting 
the campaigns very largely on a war 
basis, not merely on the usual fi- 
nancial basis. These bonds are war 
bonds; they ‘are being issued because 
American - soldiers are at the front 
and because we have an increasing 
financial responsibility to our allies 
as the war goes on. 

Carrying out this idea, during the 
second Liberty Loan campaign, a cap- 
tured German submarine, symbolizing 
the ruthless warfare that was the 
direct cause of America’s entrance 
into the war, was transported to this 
country through the courtesy of the 
British Government, and was set up 
in Central Park. It was accompanied 
by a British tank. These two engines 
of modern warfare attracted great 
crowds to Central Park, and were one 
of the principal means of producin 
the atmosphere not only in New York 
City, but also through the entire coun- 
try, which resulted in the tremendous 
subscriptions to the Second Liberty 
Loan. 

Many months have been consumed 
in developing .plans for the third 
loan drive, including the location of 
trenches in Central Park. During this 
time many sites and parks have been 
examined, and the various experts 
who have undertaken the investigation 
have agreed that a far greater con- 
tribution can be made to the sale of 
Tuiberty bonds both in this city and 
throughout the country by the location 
of the trenches in this internationally 
known park than by placing them 
anywhere else in Greater New York. 

Furthermore, the time for raising 
our great prego Seatee share of suec- 
cessive loans is very short.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—A deter- 
mined fight to defeat the final adoption 
by both houses: of the amendment to 
the Agricultural Appropriation bill, 
passed by the Senate yesterday, which 
would increase the ,price of the 1918 
wheat crop to the farmer at local mar- 
kets to $2.50 a bushel, has been started, 
and it Was predicted today that if no 
other weapon proved effective President 
Wilson would veto the legislation. 

It has been stated by opponents of the 
Proposals to increasé the price, that a 
farmers were holding back wheat .in 
large quantities’ in the hope of obtain- 
ing from $2.50 to $3 a bushel, and that 
this tendency was having a, very serious 
effect upon the problem of feeding the 
United States and its allies. The action 
taken yesterday by the Senate caused 
no little alarm among some officials. 

The situation had reachd a phase to- 
day where hesitation and caution were 
forgotten, as the possibility of Con- 
gress passing the legislation loomed up. 
Friends of the Food Administration as- 
serted that the Senate amendment 
would mean an increase of at least $8 
a barrel in the price of flour and a jump 
of 25 per cent. in bread prices. 


| Among the reports current today was 


one that President Wilson would soon 
call before him the Senate and House 
leaders and emphasize the fact that he 
believed, serious consequences might fol- 
low if the Senate amendment to the 
Agricuttural Apbropriation bill were 
adopted in conference, and then acted 
upon favorably by both houses. These 
reports were to the effect also that the 
President might ask personally that the 
Senate .reconsider the amendment at 
once and eliminate it from the general 
bill in conference. 

On Feb. 23 President Wilson issued a 
proclamation continuing the 1917 wheat 
prices for 1918. The 1917 price was fixed 
by a commission headed by Dr. H. A. 
Garfield, now Fuel Administrator, after 
the arguments of the farmers_and the 
consumers had been heard.” The price 
fixed was $2.20 for wheat at the central 
markets, or an average of about $2 for 
the farmer. 

While President Wilson made no-state- 
ment today, the belief that he would 
take active steps to head off the final 
passage of the amendment or, failing in 
that, veto it was based largely on this 
statement contained in an announcement 
the President ‘made on Feb. 23, 1918, 
supplementing his proclamation:

McAdoo Approves Plan for Adjust- 
ment of Labor Difficulties. 
WASHINGTON, | March .22.—Railroad 





labor disputes in: future will be settled 


by a system of. adjustment committees, 


one for the four-<leading brotherhoods, 


one for shopmen,: and pessibly another 
later for clerks and other classes of em- 
ployes, acting in conjunction with the 
Railroad Adriinistration. 

Director General McAdoo, tonight ap- 
proved the general. plan drafted by W. 
£. Carter, director‘ of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration’s Division. of Labor, after 
consultation with labor leaders and rail- 
way. . executives, Details will be an- 
nounced shortiy: The committees, or 
boards, will pass on disputed rules or 
contract interpretations involving ques- 


tions of wages or other employment con- 


ditions, and their decisions will. be final. 
They _ will. include representatives. of 
both labor and railway: executives, and 
the system will replacé ‘the Railroad 
Wage Commission, which will go out of 
existence after it reports recommen- 
dations to Director General McAdoo. 

The board having jurisdiction over the | 
Brotherhoods of Engineers, Firemen, 
Conductors and Trainmen—the classes 
affected by the Adamson act—probably 
will consist of eight members, with one 
appointed by the chief of each broth- 
ernood and one railway’ executive 
appointed by each of the three regional 
Directors of the Railroad Administra- 
tion, representing the management. The 
method of selecting the eighth member

The committee will exercise functions

THE GERMAN OFFENSIVE, 

While the German military authori- 
ties and an inspired press were an- 
neouncing a mighty offensive on the 
western front to crush the Allies and 
impose upon them a Kaiser peace, 
conjecture about the real intentions of 
the General Staff, of HinDENBURG and 
LODENDORFF, was always in order; but 
when Dover heard the thunder of the 
German guns blazing along a. fifty- 
mile line from the Oise to the Sensée 
and the enemy launched mass assauits 
in the Cambrai sector over a wide 
front, speculation ceased: a great of- 
fensive is on, whether the Germans 
are making a final cast or not. 

Almost .synchronously the Kaiser 
télis’ the Schleswig-Holstein Provin- 
cial Council that “ we are at the deci- 
* sive moment: of the war and one of 
“the greatest moments in history ”; 











P™\ "Svhile Marshal HInDENBURG telegraphs 


to” the Posen Provincial Council: 
* Gop willing, we will overcome the 
enemy in the west and cleaz the 
* way to 'a general peace.” These ut- 
terances' were designed to be histor- 
ical, for the War Lord and his lieu- 
tenant, exhilarated py the unopposed 
march. ef empire in the east, were 
confident that their reinforced and.re- 
organized. armies would ovefwhelm 
the Allies in the west. ; 
The gravity of the situation has 
been reflected in Mr. Bowak Law’s 
warning in the House of Commons 
that heavy fighting must be expected, 


the battle having begun before he rose } 


to speak for the Government. The 
battle of the Somme went on for four 
months. With the exception ofthe 
counterattack in front. of Cambrai, 
after Brno and his tanks had thrown 
the enemy back five miles, the Ger- 
mans have not before taken the initia- 
tive in the west since ithe vigorous but 
futile and costly assaults on Verdun 
by the Crown Prince’s army... Until 
the new German. offensive develops 
and it is known what resources are 
behind the assaulting divisions, it 
would be well not to attach much im- 
portance to the stand made by the 
British in the preliminary stage. The 
enemy from Mons to the Marne, and 
later at Ypres and La Bassée, has 
known how dour and inflexible the 
British soldier is on the defense. It 
may be assumed that the Germans are 
prepared to sacrifice division after di- 
vision in this drive for which their 
troops have been trained and hardened 
for months. At the end of the first 
day’s fighting a corréspondent . at 
British Headquarters telegraphed that 
“the enemy has paid a colossal price 
“for such small gains as represent 
“the fruits of his ‘mighty effort.” 
That price he expected to pay, and, 
judging from his persistence at- Ver- 
dun, he will take a great deal of beat- 
ing. 
The German Headquarters’ first re- 
Port of the operations was guarded 
in statement. “The British ~first 
line,” it says, “ bas been,.captured 
* by German troops attackihg from the 
“southeast of Arras as far as La 
” Fére.”-that is to’ say, on a fifty- 
mile front, “ southéast of Arras ” evi- 
dently being the vicinity of Croisilleg. 
‘An additional German. statemént 
claims 16,000 prisoners and 200 guns 
on this long front. In the Cambrai 
counterattack they captured - 9,000 
, prisoners. and 148 guns ona front 
of a few miles, But the offensive 
is not ektended yet.

RUSSIA STILL ARGUING. ~ 

“It ig only a short time since we were 
reading/about how the Bolshevik! had 
signed the peace treaty only so that 
they might renew the war. The ex- 
planation geemed a little thick, but 
there is so’ much disposition to believe 
that “anything may happen in Rus- 
sia” that many of us accepted it. 
The natural inquiry, “What would 
“ Germany be doing while the. Bolshe- 
“viki were raising an army?” was 
postponed: 
It may still be true that the Bolshe- 
viki are going some day to fight Ger- 
many, but it is obvious that they have 
hot made the first beginning of a step 
toward it, and that, though the dis- 
grace of Russia at Germany’s hands 
is now coming to be an‘old story; the 
matter of wiping it out is: still a sub- 
ject of debate. Some Russians. want 
to fight and some don’t, and Russis 
is debating the matter.in the same 
footless, aimiess, pointless fashion in 
which she debates everything. Hith- 
erto, whenever she has debated action 
of afiy kind she has ended by doing 
nothing, or else some gallant little 
minority has taken action. in its hands 
and perished. The chances certainly 
favor history’s repeating itself, 

TRoTZKY arrives in Moscow, an- 
nouncing that he. is there to assume 
the duties of Minister of War “if 
there is a- war.” He knows no more 
about it than anybody else. If there 
is to be: no war. “ he will decline’ the 
post.” The Transcaucasian Constitu- 
ent Assembly is for war; it is one 
of the victims of the partition, and it 
“urges an immediate war on Ger- 
many.” In Moscow “ four regiments 
“of volunteers declare unequivocally 
“for war.” Everywhere debate, a 
plebiscite informal and unrepresenta- 
tive, straw votes taken here and there, 
nobody really resolute. except those 
who, like Transcaucasia, are actually 
facing the enemy. Germany silently 
marches on, gathering in territory 
after territory, to an accompaniment 
like this from somewhere near Pskov: 
* Russian troops in this sector have 
“ retired ten versts following the pres- 
“entation of a German ultimatum,” 
More and more one realizes the truth 
of Mr. BaL¥ourR’s question: “ Cannot 
“he see that Russia is now a derelict 
“upon the waters, with no power of 
“resistance whatever?” The rabbit 
in the boa constrictor’s jaws may de- 
bate whether it will resist being swal- 
lowed or not, and keep on debating 
the matter as the process gees on, but 
the rest of us have more important 
matters on hand than listening to his 
soliloquy. ; 


DUAL SUBWAY PROGRESS. 

The latest”official: figures of inter- 
borough travel are for January. In- 
terborough subway riders decreased 
from 89,211,173. to 38,099,384 this 
year, although train mileage 
areased, The Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
system increased from 18,129,906 to 
19,611,561... The subway’s chief “loss 
was between Ninety-sixth Street and 
South Ferry, 1,609,605., Bélow- Times 
Square that line competes with the 
crossbridge . routes. to Brooklyn. 
Brookiyn Rapid Transit’s chief gain 
was on the Fourth Avenue line, one ot 
the two running up Broadway (Man- 
hattan) to Forty-second Street, 580,- 
014, making the total on this route 
2,649,968 passengers. Brooklyn's total 
passengers/carried on, city owned lines 
817 last year, This-is. the more sig- 
nificant because the fares collected on 
company owned Jines decreased from 
11,225,048 to 10,842,870. ,

THE RAILWAY AND FINANCE 
LAWS. 

The President has signed the bill 
taking over the railways for the war 
and twenty-one months thereafter. 
Rate regulation for the reduction of 
profits has ended, and regulation for 
the support of the railways has begun. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
will approve the President's rates, and 
otherwise will oversee the accounts 
between the railways and the Govern- 
ment,

cies, ‘They. had their opportunity at 
that, and failed in their own estima- 
tion. Their failure also is.a reproach 
te Congress, for it is responsible for 
the conduct of its agents. Going fur- 
ther back, the people themselves are 
to blame for not holding their repre- 
sentatives to closer accountability for 
the results of their legislation. It 
cannot be said that the sort of regula- 
tion which was established by law was 
not tried out. Thirty years is time 
enough for any experiment. But the 
commission was never able to see that 
the roadg needed and were entitled to 
earnings enough for their growth as 
well as for reasonable return to capi- 
tal.. Now the country must develop 
the roads and raise wages. It will bea 
surprise if rates are not raised gener- 
ously and summarily. If some-roads 
should make too much money, perhaps 
it can be reduced by taxation, in 
the-Canadian manner. The law ex- 
plicitly provides that war taxes are to 
be paid by the companies from the 
amount the Government guarantees. 

Also on Thursday the House passed 
the’ War Finance Corporation bill 
and sent {it to. conference 369 to 
2. The vote kes the talk and 
hesitation about the enactment seem 
excessive’ and disproportionate to 
the amendments. Some results had 
to be shown for all that fuss, and 
their importance will be magnified. 
It will be a cheap riddance of the sub- 
ject. The most important is a reduc- 
tion of the amount of credit author- 
ized by half, to two billions, That is 
enough to go on with, and will be in- 
creased if it is not enough to redeem 
the constriction of credit by unwise 
laws. If the four billions had been 
authorized it would not have been 
used unless necessary, for the busi- 
nes’ is in charge of competent bank- 
ers, better judges than the lawmakers 
of the proportions of the situation and 
of the methods necessary to redeem it. 

The enactment of these two laws 
clears the way for the third Liberty 
Loan, for which a bill must be pro- 
posed promptly. The movements of 
the preceding loans in the market 
seem to show that somebody calculates 
the cheap way to get the new bonds 
is to buy the old onés at a discount. 
The reduction of the discount recently 
is a favorable augury for the new 
bonds, and never was any disparage- 
ment of the worth of the old bonds. 
Government credit must be reasoned 
about differently from securities which 
reflect rather legislative and economic 
vagaries than pure credit. Govern- 
ments alone supply that, and United 
States bonds are world’s. standard for 
that. ° 

Our rate is the world’s Jowest, and 
should be kept so by expert catering 
to the money market’s appetite. Just 
now the demand is great for shorter 
term securities, and the discount on 
the outstanding long bonds might 
disappear with léss to nobody if they 
were made exchangeable for shorter 
term bonds. “This is forbidden under 
existing law, but there is to be an 
entirely mew departure. The secret 
has been so well kept that there is 
room for surprises. It would be pos- 
sible under @ suitable law to apply 
the principle of @iscount to bonds. as 
wéll as to thrift stamps, to dollars 
as well as to cents, and thus to main- 
tain a 4 per cent. rate. If practicable,

PARK DESTROYERS. 

Yesterday, after a hearing ‘rich in 
fine officia] impartiality and amenity, 
the Board of Estimate approved 
unanimously the trenching of the 
North Meadow in Central Park, If 
the Liberty Loan Committee will 
compare yesterday’s proceedings with 
those of the hearing Tuesday before 
the board’s, Committee on City’ Plan 
and Public Improvements, can the 
Liberty Loan.Committce resist the 
acknowledgment that it has been—is 
it impolite to say-—duped? 

Tuesday some of the statesmen 
who on Friday breathed fire and 
slaughter against. the defenders of the 
park were seemingly averse to the 
proposed use of it. By clever and 
evidently planned questiqning they 
sought to favor, elicit, er create the 
impression that only Central Park 
would do. “ Why not Battery Park?” 
asked ibe Controller, “Have you 
‘“ever given Van Cortlandt Park a 
“thought? inquired Borough Pres- 
ident BRUCKNER. Borough President 
RIEGELMANN suggested Brooklyn. The, 
committee’s ingenious, or ingenuous, 
Director of Publicity. was. made the 
unconscious agent of the ancient Tam- 
many idea of the patk. Nothing but 
the park would serve. “ It's Central 
“Park or nothing. That's what you 
“ mean?” said the Controlitr, himself 
then a, partisan of the Battery. Thus, 
by elimination, nothing but Central 
Park’ wag left to be chosen. 

Yesterday the friends.of the park 
who ventured to appear were treated 
as if they were public enemies. 
Tammany flamed for patriotism and 
the injury of the park. 

‘““I would advise you art artists to 
“take a vacation till the end of the 
“war,” cried Mayor Hruan. ‘There 
was talk of west side track improve- 
ment and the New York Central. In 
short, with an admirable bluster and 
bravade and spirit Tammany played

What to him are “art artists” and 
their creations. in landsedpe and 
waterscape, scenic beauty,’ rural 
tranquillity, the planned variety of 
charm and of rest, the health to the 
body, the diversion to the mind 
which a. well-ordered park gives? 
Fill it with anomalies, monstrosities, 
gratify in it the schemes of ignorance, 
vanity, or the desire of gain. Dis- 
park it, destroy its beauty, its art.

Sixty years or more the park has 
been kept, by continual effort, free 
from the fate which now threatens it. 
Tammany. has found a good cloak.

That. will at 
least free those thus favored from the 
rather widespread suspicion that the sin- 
cerest of their objections. are objections 
to getting hurt. As for the objectors 
who will be employed further from the 
front than they would be in the medical 
service, they will serve a double purpese 
—that of performing work necessary for 
the conduct ef war and of freelmg for 
the -livelier activities of ‘the firing dine 
men who are not too sensitive to use 
rifle, or even bayonet; on deserving re- 
cipients of sych attentions.

Great Disorder in:Costa Rica. 
To the Editor of The New Tork Times: 

In our absorption in our great undertak- 
ing in Europe a situation on this continent, 
SO disgraceful as to warrant action by this 
Government, is being oyerionked. I refer 
te the orgy of laWiessness and Govern- 
mental disruption in the usually stable Re- 
public of Costa Rica. The following state- 
ments from a letter written me by a prom- 
inent’ Costa Rican are illuminating: 


Bach day the conditions in Costa Rica 
aré more -disastrous. Recently in five 
different parts of the coimtry groups of 
the best class of men in the republic 
resorted to>-arms in desperation of the 
persecution and iil-treatment they have 
received. These fervent. revolutionists in- 
crease each day, and I fear that very scon 
the Costa Ricans, already tired of the 
torture inflicted by the Dictator, Tineca, 
who is supported by the revolutienists of 
Niearague and other foreigners, will seon 
go to the sacrifice. My countrymen will 
be sacrificed because they are without 
arms and it is impossible for them to 
obtain any. 

From all accounts, the conditions in Costa 
Rica are very terrible. Tinoca, upheld and 
supported by fereign investors in Costs 
Rice and aided and abetted by the worst 
professional revolutionists in Central and 
South America, has inaugurated a reign 
of terror.

But trenches 
are dug five or six feet deep. ‘Phe sub- 
soil is usually either sand, gravel, hard 
pan, or clay, neither of which is bene- 
ficial, in great’ quantity, on the surface. 
_The digging and the filling in of 
trenchés would have to be done with the 
very greatest care to avoid leaving 
scars on the surface which would last 
a generation. 

The Harvard R. 0. T. C, last Summer 
dug a system of trenches in a reservoir 
reservation in Cambridge. The front line 
turned up clay, the second pure sand, 
and the redoubt large gravel and stones 
of two-fist size. These substances are 
now so mixed with the top soi] that it 
will be impossible to fill inthe trenches 
without leaving a permanent ecar.

AMERICAN RED ‘CROSS~ 
FED 440,000 IN PARIS 


February Activities Also Included. 
475,000 Meals and Canteens - 
on the French Lines. 


PARIS, March 20.—Something of the 
scope of the activities of the American 
Red Cross in France maybe gathered 
from. the official. totals showing the 
work done during ‘February. in helping 
soldiers and exclusive of civil affairs. 

Canteens in the metropolitan district 
supplied food and drink to 440,000 men; 
fourteen traveling canteens at the front 
supplied 439,000 drinks, while seven can- 
teens on. the French lines of communica- 
tion supplied 475,000 meals. The hospi- 
tal supply service furnished 1,465 hos- 
pitals with 4,006 cases containing 257,- 
863 articles. 

The Bureau of Home Communication 
found twenty-six men of the American 
Expeditionary Forces who were reported 
missing and obtained information con- 
cerning .gix others. The bureau also 
wrote 118 letters to relatives of soldiers 
killed or wounded in France. 

Distributions by the military supply 
service totaled 5,580 pairs of socks, 3,316 
sweaters, 1,560 ponchos, 6,000 pairs of 
gloves, 1,110 mufflers, and 13,000. com- 
fort bags. 

The bureau of donations. to hospitals 
for American soldiers supplied 199,600 
pairs of flannel pajamas, 146,000 pairs 
of muslin pajamas, 22,500 handkerchiefs, 
130,000 pairs of socks, and 51,000 shirts, 
and 1,040 cases, each containing . 122 
cartons of tobacco and cigarettes, were

‘Jane Eyre,’ “Little Barefoot,’ and 
“The Pearl of Savoy” Among 
Successes of Star Long Retired. 


Maggie Mitchell, known to playgoers 
of another generation as one of the most 
famous of American actresses, died at 
3:15 o'clock yesterday. morning at her 
home, 855 West End Avenue, after an 
illness which had confined her to her 
home since last August, when she suf- 
fered a breakdown while at her Summer 
home in Elberon, N. J. Miss Mitchell, 
who in private life was Mrs. Charles 
Abbott, was in her eighty-second year. 
Near her bedside when she expired were 
members of her family, including her 
husband, Charles Abbott, and her son 
and daughter by a former marriage, 
Harry M. and Fanchon Paddock. 

Though many plays won success 
through her acting and interpolations, 
Maggie Mitchell’s name had been insep- 
arably linked with the famous produc- 
tion of ‘‘ Fanchon the Cricket,’’ in which 
she first appeared at New Orleans in 
1861. She had then been an actress on 
the American stage for ten years. Her 
début she made in the small part of 
Julia in ‘‘ The Soldier’s Daughter” at 
Burton's Chambers Street Theatre on 
June 2, 1851. 

A Native ef This City. 


Margaret Julia Mitchell was born in 
this city in 1837, the daughter of Charles 
and Anna Mitchell, who had come to 
this country from England somc years 
before. The little girl attended school 
in this city, but her histrionic ability 
had not become evident until she was 
about 12 years’ old. It has been er- 
roneously believed that Miss Mitchell 
appeared. on the stage when a baby, 
taking child parts before she was 5 
years old, but her husband said last 
night that she came to go on the stage 
quite by accident when in her early 
teens. : 

Following her engagement at the close 
of 1851 she obtained a permanent en- 
gagement at the Bowery for the season 
of 1851-1852, and played many boys’ 
parts, dancing with Gertrude Dawes be- 
tween the acts. Her first recall before 
the curtain did not come until she ap- 
peared in ‘‘ The Lost Child’ and after 
this she won a distinct success as Oliver 
Twist at the Bowery in 1852, when 
Fanny Wallack played Nancy Sikes and 

. R. Goodall Bill Sikes. Then Miss 
Mitchell left for a tour of various cities, 
not returning until she became a mem- 
ber of James H. Robinson’s company 
in 1853, when he opened a playhouse on 
the Bowery. 

Her First Starring Engagement. 

The plays of the Robinson company 
were not a financial success, and so he 
took his company to Boston, where Miss 
Mitchell’ made her first appearance on 
Sept. 5, 1853. At this time she had be- 
come a great favorite, and was known 
throughout the theatrical world. She 
played a brief engagement at Cleveland, 
and then entered upon her first starring 
engagement, going first to Pittsburgh, 
under the management of James Foster. 
She continued to star for several years, 
appearing in various cities in a wide 
répertoire, including ‘‘ A Middy Ashore,”’ 
ae. Rough Diamond,” ‘‘ The Loan of a 
Lover,’’ ‘The Pet of the Petticoats,” 
“To Parents and Guardians,” *‘ The 
Wild Irish Girl,” ‘* A Husband at Sight , 
and ‘‘ The Daughter of the Regiment,’ 
and a_ special farce hash ya , Miss 
Mitchell and called ‘Our M ageic 

Under the management o Sen De 
Bar she went to New Orleans, where 
at the St. Charles Theatre she appeared 
in ‘‘ Fanchon the Cricket,’’ the play in 
which she achieved the greatest fame.

LIEUT. “ARNHEIM: ‘KILLED 
IN FLYING ACCIDENT 


New York Member of Royal 


Corps Gave Up Big Business 
to Serve in the War. 


Lieutenant Samuel Walter Arnheim of 
the Royal Flying Corps, who was killed 
in an airplane accident at Camp Hicks, 
near Fort Worth, Texas, on Thursday, 
was President of the Marks Arnheim 
Tailoring Corporation of this city. The 
news that Lieutenant Arnheim, who was 
made an instructor of aviation at Camp 
Hicks only: last: week, had been killed 
was received by his sister,-Mrs. W. R. 
Arnheim of 248 West End Avenue, on 
Thursday night. ‘The body is bein 
biought to New York by an escort o 
the Royal Flyin Corns, hes is due. to 
arrive on’ Monda funeral will 
probably be held at rie ‘home of Lieu- 
tenant Arnheim’s sister on~ West End 
Avenue next Tuesday. Full military 
honors will’ be accorded by the British 
service. A report from Fort Worth last 
night said that Lieutenant Arnheim had 
fainted when his. machine was 4, 
feet in the air. 

Lieutenant Arnheim was born in New 
York twenty-eight years ago, and suc- 
ceeded his father, on the latter’s death, 
as head of the loring firm which 
bears his name.” Lieutenant: Arnheim 
was a Harvard graduate of the Class of 
1910, joined the Royal ag | bed 
last November. For years he 
been an enthusiastic fotlower of eae 
tion, and prior to his joining the Royal 
Corps had won his pilot’s license as a 
member of the Yale Unit, which trained 
at Mastic, L. I., last Summer. 

Although he was head of one of the 
greatest businesses of its kind in the 
United States, he could not be_re- 
strained from offering his personal ser- 
vices at the ‘beginning of the war. 
Turning over his business to associates, 
he made desperate efforts to get into 
the aviation service of the United 
States. His age .was a barrier, - and 
after exhausting all possible avenues, 
he turned to the British service, and 
was accepted there and sent to their 
training camp in Texas. Here. since he 
was already a comparatively skillful 
flier, his progress was rapid, and his 
appointment as instructor was not a 
surprise to those who inew of his keen 
portount interest in aeronautics and of 
his skill. 

The fact that he met his death even 
before he had reached the front caused 
much i ig comment among his 
friends, had expected much from 
his resourcefulness and daring in the 
air warfare ovér the German lines. 

Lieutenant Arnheim is survived’ by his 
two sisters, Mrs. M. W. Arnheim, with 
whom he made — home when in New 
York, and -Mrs. M: . Untermceyer of 
140. West Seventy-first Street. W. R. 
Arnheim, the brother-in-law of the dead 
officer, ‘said last night that relatives 
would meet the body on its arrival in 
St. Louis: some time today.

DENOUNCES LODGE SPEECH. 


‘Jones Urges Senate Not to ‘‘Badger”’ 
Garfield or Hoover. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Speaking 
in defense of the Food and Fuel Ad- 
ministrations in the Senate today, Sen- 
ator Jones of New Mexico éxonerated 
both of blame for the recent sugar and 
coal shortages. Hedeclared their price- 
fixing policies had saved the country 
from ‘‘ chaos and confusion.” 

Senator Jones, who was a member of 
the manufactures sub-committee which 
investigated the sugar and coal short- 
ages, spoke in reply to Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, who recently de- 
nounced price fixing asa failure, blamed 
the fuel scarcity on Administrator Gar- 
field, and asserted that the sugar short- 
age was largely artificial. 

“Let these organizations alone,” 
urged” Senator Jonés. ‘!If they need 
more power, give it. Don’t badger or 
heckle them. On the other hand, help 
and encourage them. Let us not say to 
the world that the affairs of our Gov- 
ernment at this time are in incompetent 
hands.

. Safeguard for Our Troops.

With the caption ‘ Higher Rank for 
Medieal. Officers’ leads me to supple- 


'. ment its excellent argument with some 


practical data which eentribute to 
a@ better understanding vf the subject by 
your readers and their Reprepentanyes 
_ in Cengress. 

The mobilization of the United States 
forces on the Mexican border was a 
practical demonstration of the inesti- 
“mable vaiue of the medieat department 
in enhancing the efficiency of troops. 
By comparison with the statistics cited 
by Major Seaman in the Cuban war, it 
seems almost incredible that the mor- 
tality in a climate proeverbially predis- 
Posing to dangerous diseases was insig- 
- nifieant; also that, in view of the rapid 

mobilization ef the troops, the prepara-~- 
tions for hospitals and other means -of 
securing the comfort and efficiency of 
troops were made with incredible speed 
by reason of the excellent training of 
the Medical Corps ef the army and the 
efficient co-operation of the Medical Re- 
serve Corps. 

Instances in which the ne 
rank for medica] officers has 
onstrated are not infrequent. One ex- 
ample may suffice, During the Span- 
ish-American war @ Brigadier General 
had: in the most contemptuous manner 
disregarded the urgent advice of his 
Brigade Surgeen to discontinue the use 
of a certain weil.. This Brigadier confi- 
dently sustained his antagonistic view 
by the statement that he, himself, had 
repeatedly drunk of the well without 
econiing sick. The result of this dis- 
regard of the medical officer’s insist- 
ence was a morbidity and mortality 
from typhoid which became a race 
to the army. This statement is based 
upon testimony of the Brigadier at an 
official investigation, (report of Dr. 
Victor C. Vaughn,) at which he ac- 
knowledged that after his alleged drink- 
ing the water with impunity the latter 
Was discovered to be connected with an 
infected well. It may be said in paren- 
theses that this gentleman happened to 
be immune by reason of a previous at- 
tack of typhoid fever, showing that in 
medical questions one must be guarded 
in post hoe ergo propter hoc statements. 

If this Brigade Surgeon had had the 
rank and‘authority to overcome the in- 
2 and fatal authority, of his 

Brigadier by being authorized to com- 
municate directly with the General in 
command of the army. without his rec- 

ommendations passing through the red 
. tape of the Brigadier’s headquarters, 
where they were contemptuously dis- 
approved, thousands of cases ef sickness 
and hundreds of men’s lives would have 
been saved. 

: It is. for thé purpose of preventing 
suck fatal probabilities that the Owen 
law. provides high rank for the medical 
officers in aceerdance with their proved 
“abilities. 

The reasons for endowing the Medical 
Corps ef the United States Army with 
@ rank proportionaté to the attainment 
of the officer are more forcible still in 
the officers of the Medieal Reserve 
Corps. The rapid increase of the per- 
sonnel of the army has naturally re- 
sulted in rapid promotion of the officers 
of the Medical Corps of the regular 
army, se that many young officers have 
by reasen of their ability reached higher 
rank, which in some instances places 


of high 
een dem- 


_ them above officers of the Medical Re- 


serve Corps of far greater attainments 
in the yarious branches of military med- 
icine, except in the Bureau (so-called 
Paper) Service. 

There are many physicians in the 
Medieal Reserve Corps of high reputa- 
tion-in their respective specialties who 
have left large clientéles in order to give 


. 
the best that is in them toward winning | - 


the war. Up t» the present time none of 
these men has ceached beyond the rank 
ef Major, which plages them in military 
authority below much younger’ men, 
semetimes their own students, in the 
pursuit of their official work. 

I will mention only two instanees to 
illustrate this point; Dr. C., @ pro- 
fesser of gynecology, (therefore expert 
in abdominal surgery,) in one of our 
great medical schools, has been one of 
the original founders of the Medical Re- 
serve Corps rivaling in prevision of pres- 
ent medical actualities the wonderful 
prevision of Leonard Wood of present 
military actualities. He served in the 
humble capacity of Lieutenant in the 
Medical Reserve Corps for many years, 
was actively on duty in the camp of re- 
united veterans at Gettysburg in 1913, 
has worked with might and main te 
make the Medical Reserve Corps a 
veritable military force, served in its 
enlargement required by the expansion 
of our military force, and is now in 
aetive service in Europe with the rank of 
Major. He has recently been super- 
¢eded in authority by a former student 
of his who, having entered the regular 
army, has now attained a rank superior 
to Dr. C. by reason, doubtless, of 
his larger experience in bureau (paper) 
work. Dr. C. has not only left,a very 
large and profitable client@le to serve 
his country, but has given three sons to 
the service and a wife who is inde- 
fatigable in> promoting the welfare of 
our soldiers. If this man’s actual serv- 
ica were requited as similar service 
would be in the line, he should certainly 
have a much higher rank, not only for 
the authority which it may give him, 


‘but for the financial results to which 


he certainly is entitled. 

Another Major of my acquaintance, 
Dr. B,, in charge of over 600 patients 
at a base hospital, is so highly thought 
of by the Surgeon General that he has 
directed him to continue his lectures on 
the practice of medicine in his school 
twice a wéek. He cannot go~ beyond 
the rank of Major, despite the.fact that 
he has met several of’his former stu- 
dents now outranking him. | 

Since the law requires that the offi- 
cers of the Medical Reserve Corps are 
entitled to the same consideration as 
those of the Medical Corps of the army, 
it would appear that the Owen bill, 
which will bring higher rank to the 
latter, will also rectify this flagrant in- 
justice to the former, 

The rank of an officer of the line is 
based upon his skill and knowledge of 
tactics, strategy, &c., by which he may 
secure victory over the enemy. Why 
should not the rank of the medical of- 
ficer be based upon his skill and knowl-. 
edge by providing @ better physical and 
moral status of the troops, which must 
surely enhance the capacity for. victory 
over the enemy? The object is the 
same, 

This fact has been recognized in the 
British, Japanese, French, and other 
armies, all of which have a much 
larger number of high ranking officers 
in the medical service, many being 
Brigadier, Major, and some even Lieu- 
tenant Generals. : 

I regret that I have not the statistics 
on hand which I have published on a 
former eceasion. They are doubtless 
accessible to the Committees on Military 
Affairs of the Congress. 

As one not personally interested in 
the subject, except for patriotic mo- 
tives, I_would urge the immediate pas- 
sage of the Owen bill, which is extreme- 
ly modest in its demands for the promo- 
tion of the officers of the Medical 
Corps.

JOHN M. BOWERS, 


A Record of Devoted Service to the 
Country In Draft Work. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In these stirring times, when the daily 
prints are filled with striking events 
and accounts of men and things which 
ere part of the great emergency, too 
little note has been taken of the pass- 
ing away of a great lawyer who was 
too old, perhaps, to take an active part 
in the great battle for demoeracy, bu 
who nevertheless did what -was stil 
within his great powers, at the cost, 
perhaps, of his life. 

I refer to John M. Bowers, recognized 
as .one of the great lawyers of this 
generation. Being actively engaged in 
the carrying out of the draft in this 
city, I had the opportunity of knowing 
better than most people the great work 
whieh Mr. Bowers perfermed for his 
country in his last days. 

Unfortunately for me, I never had the 
oppertunity of knowing Mr. Bowers 
well until my contact with him in this 
work. But that was sufficient to make 
me appreciate the loss suffered by our 
community and our profession. His 
death furnishes the opportunity of try- 
ing to make the public realize what may 
otherwise never be sufficiently known, 
that the undertaking which was accom- 
plished under the headship ef Mr, Bow- 
ers and his two able and patrietic asso- 
ciates, Mr. Henry W. Taft and Mr. 
Charles A. Boston, the three permenent 
members of the Legal Advisery Board 
for the Greater City of New York, 
stands out te those familiar with the 
@raft here as perhaps the ablest and 
most splendidly accomplished plece of 
work dene in connection with the draft 

t city. 
aoe City of New. York there were 
almost 600,000 registrants, many of 
whom were aliens or foreign-born, whe 
were to be provided, without expense to 
them, with lawyers of known ability and 
patriotism: Te the three men named 
above was given the task ef selecting 
this large body of lawyers; arranging 
huarters in the vicinity of each of the 
189° exemption beards of this city, 
where the registrant could meet the 
legal adviser and fill out the question- 
naire; arranging auxiliary bodies for 
supervision of the work; preparing the 
necessary instructions for these legal 
advisers, se that they would be able in 
the short time available to advise regis- 
ta properly; and finally, when the 
work was under way, of keeping it 
going at top speed and with high effi- 
ciency. -Less than three weeks were 
. pyailable for thig herculean task. 
It has been done and well done. Ap- 
8,000 carefully selected 
lawyers tn the Greater City of New 
York patriotieally responded to the call 
vf these three ) leafiers of the profession. 





I’ shaJl not go into the sacrifice en- 
tailed by this work, which was borne, 
as it should have been, willingly and 
ungrudgingly, with the result that until 
very recently there. was a staff of law- 
yers ready and willing, at all hours of 
the day and evening, in every part of 
this great city, te help these almost 
600,000 registrants accomplish what 
could otherwise never have been ac- 
cemplished. 

In these days, when it is regarded as 
the proper thing to sceff at lawyers or 
to look down on the profession, it is 
pleasant to be able to point to this ac- 
complishment and to know that the 
lawyers of this city to a man did their 
full duty and did it willingly and hap- 
pily, and at the sacrifice of every other 
interest. 

It is said that the strafm finally 
brought about Mr. Bowers’s death. 
Those intimate with his part in it can 
well believe it. He died for his coun- 
try just-as truly as his fellow fighter 
on the battlefield

Among my correspondents I have 2 
German friend who, although he _ 
lived in America for more 
years, is pro-German in wt 
war. The following copy of & 
to him may be of interest: 

Dear Wilhelm: 

I can not understand your lack of 
loyalty to America and your sym- 
pathy for Germany in the war. You 
eame to this country in your youth, 
many years ago, in order to evade 
military servicé and political oppres- 
sion in the Fatherland, as you have 
told me time and again.. Having 
learned. your trade thoroughly in the 
old country, you had no difficulty in 
obtaining goed wages from the start; 
and you having acquired the saving 
habit from boyhood; the big. wages 
you were able to earn here made the 
acéumulation of dellars to you a com- 
paratively éasy task. As soon ag you 
had gathered sufficient capital you 
started in business of your own, Suc- 
cess was with you from the beginning. 
In time you became very prosperous 
and a man of affairs in the commuyn- 
ity in which youlived: You had al- 
most fergotien the German language 
in quest of the material things in life, 
In fact, you told me\that you corre- 
sponded with difficulty in your mother 
tongue, Had it not been for your + 
connection with a Turnverein and the 
ljttle beer drinking“that goes with it, 
every vestige of the Teuton language 
would have. left you, 

When the war broke out in 1914 
you were violently opposed to the 
Allies and strongly objected to this 
country sending munitions to the lat- 
ter. Russia you regarded with ean- 
tempt, although you always wished 
that she would make a separate peace 
with Germany. When the Kaiser 
commenced to sink our ships with his 
U-boats you tried to excuse those 
German atrocities. And all of the 
time since you have been rather luke- 
warm in your American patriotism, 
and in your ‘confidentiat expressions 
the sympathy for Germany was evi- 
dent. 

Now, don’t you think your senti- 
ments are entirely wreng? Don’t you 
know that yeu owe true allegiance to 
yeur adopted eountry? What would 
Germany do to you were you back 
there now? It would confiscate your 
capital and give you in_place of it 
war bonds of doubtful yalue that it 
knows it ecamnot redeem. Germany 
would ferce you in some semi-military 
or civil service on a pittance of pay, 
sinee yeu are too old for cannon fod- 
der. Here in America you enjoy 
political freedom and are an individ- 
ual; in Germany the State does the 
thinking for you and you become its 
slave and idolater. In Germany your 
individualism would perish like snow 
in the sun, and you would become 
a political nonentity. You would be 
penniless after the war, as you would 
be too old to earn anything. 

How can you sympathize with a na- 
tion that will sink-a Lusitania, whose 
scientists invented the deadly gas 
used in the trenches? A nation that 
destroyed Belgium\ and devastated 
France! Whose people encouraged 
the massacre of thousands of Arme- 
nians! Whose diplomats committed 
all sorts of crimes, such as blowing 
up eur ships and factories, and other- 
wise conducted themselves as crim- 
inals. I don’t see how any man of 
sound sense can sympathize with a 
nation ef that kind. Do you not see 
the folly of it? 

Don’t you think the German General 
Staff has developed the savage in- 
stincts of its soldiers to perfection? 
Fortunately our Government has had 
experience in hunting down savages 
when we subdued the Sioux and 
Apache Indians, and later the Moros,; 
and our success with these tribes leads 
us to the belief that we ean do the 
. same to the Germans, since the latter 
only recognizes foree and only re- 
spect 0 fee that treats ‘them with the 
greates severity... 

I might add that antagonism to the 
Germans in this country is increasing 
from day to day, as German business 
men and bankers can testify to their 
sorrow. While we have not reached 
the stage of animosity that the Ber- 
liners did in 1914, when persons heard 
talking English on the streets had 
their face slapped, a word to the wise 
is sufficient. ‘Yours, very truly,

Kindly permit me to inform you as to 
what the Germans are doing in er 
to, obtain Lithuania and Poland, 

In 1905 the Lithuanians held a con- 
vention in Vilna, where it was decided 
to demand the independence ef Lith- 
uania and the union-of the country, part 
of which is or has been under the Ger- 
man Government. 

With 14,000 to 16,000 square miles and 
600,000 inhabitants in one part and 
abeut 90,000 square miles and 9,500,000 
inhabitants in the othér, including Cour- 
land and Livonia, Lithuania extends 
from Ké6nigsberg te Esthonia, along the 
whole of the Baltic seaboard. The 
Poles would have access to the sea by 
way of Danzig: The Lithyanians have 
adhered te this from the beginning of 
the wa the present day. 

The aeons, upen realizing that they 
would not be able to hold occupied 
Lithuania, which was formerly under 
Rugsian rule, have decided te give the 
Poles heme rule, at the same time se- 
eretly working among them instrueting 
them to try, in all manner possible, to 
annex Lithuania to Poland, and at the 
same time they infer that they do not 
approve of such a union. This is done 
simply fer the purpose of concealing

Profesuor Doughty Replies to ere 
_.of His Stand on Federal Prohibition.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Referring to my former communica- 
tion, ‘The Case Against the Prohibi- 
tioh Amendment,” printed in your is- 
sue of March 10, and Judge Nott's reply 
thereto, printed in your iasue of March 
16, I feel that Judge Nett’s prominence 
and standing ag Judge of the Court of 
General Sessions is calculated to lend 
@ weight end authority to his argu- 
ments hardly justified, ag it seemg to 
me, by his logic, and that, therefore, a 
further word on the subject is 
order, 


The Judge attempts to draw an anal- 
ogy between Federal statutory regula- 
tion of the opium traffic and the pro- 
pesed prohibition ef the liquor treffic 
by amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion. Except for the faet that, ag he 
says, alcohol and opium are both habit- 
preduging drugs, the analogy is wholly 
false. Were it propesed te regulate the 
liqueér traffie in the same way as the 
opium traffic is regulated my ¢om- 
munication ahove referred to would 
never have been written, 


Though. I fayer, and always have 
favored, State prohibition, and firmly 
believe that were a sineere effort made 
to secure it under the Webb-Kenyon 
act if would prove successful, I have 
for a humber of years, beth in the 
lecture room and elsewhere, taken oc- 
casion to point out that without any 
amendment to thé Constitution, Con- 
egress already has power to deal with 
the subject, and that if after ea fair 
trial of the Webb-Kenyon act it was 
clearly demonstrated -(mcot merely as- 
serted) that the States are powerless to 
deal with the matter, taag the attempt 
te regulate by Federal statute (net by 
constitutional amendment) might be 
desirable, ; 

I say ‘“‘ might be desirable” because 
although Judge Nett implies. that since 
Federal legislation in respect of the 
opium traffic has been successful, sim- 
ilar legislation in respeet ef the liquor 
traffic would be, I am unable to follow 
his reasoning, The eases are not the 
Same. In the first place, opium is 
rarely if ever used in moderation, ex- 
cept medicinally, ’ even when used 
medicinally is like to induce the 
habit; while there al millions who use 
light wines and beers without ever be- 
coming addicted to their abuse. 


In the seeond place, (ang this depends 
more er less upon what has just been 
pointed out,) the success of Federal leg- 
islation in respect of the opium traffic, 
which legislation receives the hearty ap- 
proval of an overwhelming majority of 
the people ef the country, without re- 
gard to locality, national antecedents, 
or density of population, is no ‘guarantee 
of a similar success for Federal legisla- 
tion with respect of the liquor traffic, 
where in many Iocalities those in oppo- 
sition to the enforcement of the law 
may outnumber these who would enforce 
it. “If the use of opium,” says Judge 
Nott, ‘‘ were as widespread as that of 
alcohol, everything said by Professor 
Doughty as to the prohtbitive Federal 
legislation would apply as mueh to the 
one drug as to the other.’’ This ig ex- 
actly the point I am making. ‘Were the 
use of opium as widespread as that of 
alcohol, and did it shew as high a per- 
centage of cases in whieh that use was 
without harmfyl results, it is by no 
means certain that the present Federal 
restrictive legislation would have. been 
passed, or, if passed, would have been 
as successful as it hag been. Further- 
more, Judge Nott may rest assured that 
had Congress reason to believe there 
was the same, or anything like the 
same, demand for similar regulation of 
the liquor traffic, such legislation would 
have beerfforthcoming before this. 


Judge Nott says that in his opinion 
‘‘the premise that legislation as te the 
liquor traffic is ‘ morality legislation ’ 
is incorrect; and the conclusion that be- 
cause such legislation is unenforceable 
by some of the State Governments it 
would therefore be unenforceable by the 
Federal Government is equally ineor- 
rect.’’ I attach no particular weight or 
significance to the term “‘ morality legis- 
lation.’”’ The term is frequently used to

cover legislation dealing with gambling, 
drinking, and vice, that is, legislation 
which, whether its aim be to promote 
general economic welfare, public health, |- 
er public morals, operates by placing re- 
straints upon the satisfaction of the de- 
sires, appetites, and passions of individ- 
uals. That Federal legislation in these 


ingisterit public opinion, would be more 
suceessful than State legislation is dif- 
tleult for me to belieye. Human pas- 
sions may yield to the restraint of an 
aggressive public opinion; but, lacking 
that, they will pay little heed to whether 
an intended restraining act be Federal 
or State. 

Nor will the faet. that the prohibition 
is embodied in an amendment to the 
Constitution, rather than in a Federal 
statute, make any difference, if it be 
unsupported .by a streng public opinion. 
The Fifteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution provided as follows: 


The right ef citizens.of the United States 
to yote shal] net be denied or abridged by 
the United-States or by any State on ac- 
eount ef :ace, color, or previous condition 
of ééxyitude. The Congress shall haye 
power to enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation. 


No language could be plainer: no pro- 
hibition could be more sweeping. - No 
authority to Congress on the ‘subject 


more clear in its purpose. Yet as re- 
ards thousands and thousands of ne- 
groes in certain of our Southern States 
which have adopted the so-called 
** Grandfather Clauses,’’ this great fun- 
damental guarantee of Nberty, justice, 
and political equality might just as well 
never have been added to our Constitu- 
tion. Congress, although expressly au- 
thorized to do so, has never made a move 
to secure its effective operation as 
against these epen violations; and the 
Force bili of 1870, ‘ An Act to Enforce 
the Fifteenth Amendment,” after a 
short effort at enforcement immediately 
after its passage, was allowed to be- 
ceme a dead letter. Congress has not 
eared te run the risk of arousing the 
hostility of the States in question by an 
attempt to enforce legisiation eontrary 
to the local publie opinion. 

Nor is there any reason to believe that 
if the present propesed amendment is 
adopted without the support of such 
powerful and populous States as New 
York, Massachusetts, and Pennsylvania, 
not to mention -others, Congress will 
show any greater disposition to insist 
upon the enforcement of the law and 
thus stir up a political hornets’ nest. Is 
it within reason that either political 
party will take a chance on alienating 
the electeral vote of such States, an 
electoral vote in each case which will 
offset that of several Western States 
combined; or that the Southern States 
would join in insisting upon the strict 
enforcement of the law when to do so 
would invite retaliatory action fm..the : 
shape of a reduction of their represénta- 
tien in the House or a strict enforce- 
ment of thé provisions of the Fifteenth 
Amendment? Human experience points 
to but one answer. And the fact that 
the State Legislatures are vested with a 
concurrent power to enforce the provi- 
sions of the proposed amendment will 
avail no more than it would have had 
they had such power in connection with 
the Fifteenth Amendment. 

That the people are cheerfully acaqui- 
escing in all sorts of Federal restriction 
and regulation under stress of war, and 
stirred by a great wave of patriotism, 
does not justify the argument that they 
will continue so to acquiesce after the 
war or that they will continue to hold 
the same -attitude toward the question 
of Federal prohibition after a return to 
normal conditions, 

Under these conditions it would seem 
that both State prohibition under: the 
protection of the Webb-Kenyon act, and 
Federal legislative control, should be 
Clegrly demonstrated to be impracticable 
before recourse is had to prohibition by 
Federal amendment.

How “Pacifist”? Came Into English. 





To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The frequent use and eonstant uncer- 
tainty with regard te the word “* pacif- 
ist’? has minded me to examine World 
Peace Foundation’s files of peace litera- 
ture in an effort to determine the origin 
ef the term, which was thoroughly re- 
spectable before the war and which 
seems to be even now usable among 
those discriminating in language, 

I recall that when I first joined the 
taff‘of World Peace Foundation, in 1910, 
the word was apparently noyel, if not 
new, and it was one that seemed useful 
te me, kecause it seemed to occupy a 
middle ground as to idea between the 
terms ‘ peaceworker” and “ peace- 
maker,” About that period Hnglish 
pacifista balked at that word as being 
wrongly formed, and many of them pre- 
ferred the form ‘“‘ pacificist’’ as more 
aecurately representing the Latin roots. 
But inasmuch ag the word pacifist had 
a French origin I should venture that 
it is linguistically correct or ineorrect, 
according to the principles of French, 
not Latin, word formation. 

The French word is “ pacifiste,"’ and 
it is quite obvioysly 4 gerundia] form 
made from the verb “ pacifier” and the 
ending ‘‘iste,”’ on the game basis that 
many French nouns have been built. 

Gaston Moch, leng an active French 
peaceworker, supplies the most definite 
information available as to the origin 
of the word. In an open letter to Will- 
jam Howard Taft, President ef the 
League to Enforce Peace, dated from 
Neuilly-gur-Seine, May, 1917, he gays: 

The words ‘pacifism’ and “pacifist ” 
were prepesed about fifteen years age by 

Emile Arnaud, 1 opposed them, finding . 

tham badly formed by the Addition of sut- 
fixes jem " and ‘ ist "’ to a root ** paeif,’’ 
which exists in ne language. But they re- 
sponded te a need so that they were rap- 
ay, SANOEN, SOE: 5 GME PS DES TepEet 

them. 

Taking these\words as a ede, I went 
back through the literature and found 
that the word ‘‘ pacifist.” wag first gen- 
erally used in titles in the French pe- 
viodical La Paix par le Droit in 10904. 
Earlier than that discussion of what 
then came to be called the * mouver 
ment pacifiste’’ had referred to the 
“mouvement pacifique.”’ 

I imagine that the réal inspirer of 
the word was not Af-naud, but the Dane, 
Frederick Bajer, for many years an ac- 





tive Interparliamentary Union worker. 
At any rate, Bajer, at a meeting of the 
commission of the International Bureau 
of Peace on Oct. 1, 1900, had proposed 
What he termed in French a “ traité 
dalliance pacigérante,” which was 
based on the idea of Article 27 of the 
1899 Hague Convention for the Pacific 
Settlement of International Disputes, te 
the effect that the signatories consid- 
ered it their duty to remind disputants 
of the Permanent Court if a serious dis- 
pute threatened to break. out. This 
word ‘ pacigérante"’ got inte English 
the next year when the Univergal Peace 
Congress was held at Glasgow and its 
proceedings were printed in the lan- 
Buage of the hostess city. Bajer’s re- 
port on his idea was read there, and it 
referred to an “alliance which may be 
styled ‘ pacigerent,’ as opposed to all 
that is covered by the werd ‘ belliger- 
ent,’ ”’ 

The suggested anthithesis is, I im- 
agine, the real origin of the word “ paci- 
fist,’* which would be considered as op- 
posed to militarist. Emile Arnaud be- 
came g stout champion of Bajer's 
 pacigarent alliance” idea, and for 
several years it would not have been 
inappropriate to have ealied a number of 
Huropean “ pacigerists,” or peacewag- 
ers, for they had the conception of a 
system of maintaining peace as guitare: 
ly as the waging of war. Arnaud worked 
several years himself with the “ pact- 
gerent alliance’ idea, and there {a evi-| 
dence in the discussions that he gave 
much attention to nomenclature, the 
nominal regeits being obviously \an- 
tithetical to~that of war. It was ap- 
parently under those circumstances that 
the term “ pacifist *’ was brought into 
the world. 

qt gradually acquired currency, and 
certainly became a part of the French 

¢ in 1904, when the publishing 
fiym of V. Giard & ©. Briére began a 
series of booklets under the general title 
of “ Bibliethéque pacifiste internation- 
ale.”’ Its full incorporation into lan-| j 
guage came with the year 1912, when 
the International Bureau of Peace at 
Berne digcontinued a biweekly publica- 
tien and enlarged it with the new title 
of ‘Le Mouvement. P. ite."*

AMENDMENT VOTES. 


Two-thirds of the Houses or the] 
_ Members Present. 
To the Editor of The New York Times:- 


In the letter of Albert L,, Shepard in 
your issue of March 16 it is argued at 


4 length that the two-thirds vote required 


(by Article V. of the.Constitution) for 


the: proposal of constitutional amend- 


ments by the houses of Congress should 
be interpreted’ as meaning two-thirds 
‘of the whole number of members of the 
two houses, respectively, rather than 
two-thirds of the members present’ at 
the time ef voting. As this view has 
been, expressed in letters and addresses 
of others, it may he of interest to con- 
sider the precedents in the matter and 
te realize that three of the amendments 
now a part of the Constitution passed 
the houses 6f Congress :with less than 
a vote of two-thirds of the members of 
the respective houses. These amend- 
ments are the Twelfth, (establishing 
the present. method of casting and 
eounting Electoral votes for President 
and Vice President,) the Thirteenth, 
(prohibiting slavery,) and the Fifteenth, 
(prohibiting the denial of suffrage to 
citizens on account of race, &c.) 

The proposal for the Twelfth Amend- 
ment passed the Senate on Dec, 2, 1803, 
with a vote of 22 yeas and 10 nays; as 
the whole number of Senators at that 
time was 84, a vote of two-thirds of the 
members would have been 23. The pro- 
posal passed the House on Dec. 9 by a 
vote of 84 to 42; there were 141 members 
of the House on that date; two-thirds 
of that number is 94. (Annals of Cong., 
ist Sess. 8th. Cong., P. 209 and P. 775.) 

The Thirteenth Amendment (having 
Passed the Senate by a vote of 38 to 6) 
passed the House on Jan.. 31, 1865, with 
a vote of 119 yeas (including that of 
Speaker Colfax) and 56 nays; (Cong. 
Globe, 2d Sess. 38th Cong., P, 531.) As 
the total membership of the House on 
that day was 188, the affirmative vote 
fell three short of a vote of two-thirds 
of that figure, 

The final vote in the House on the 
Fifteenth Amendment waa 145 to 44; a 
yote of two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber of members of the House would 
have been 149, as there were 223 mem- 
bers on Feb, 25, 1869, In the Senate 
next day the vote was 39 to 13, the 
faverable vote thus falling five short of 
44, which is two-thirds of the 66 mem- 
bers of the Senate at that time. (Cong. 
Globe, 3d Sess. 40th Cong., Pp. 1563-4 
and P, 1641.) 

The specific votes in the houses of 
Congress on the first ten amendments 
are not recorded in the journals of the 
houses or in the Annals of Congress. 
The House Journal for Aug. 21, 1789, 
records that the amendments were 
“upon the quéstion severally put there- 
upon agreed to by the House, as follows, 
two-thirds of the members present con- 
curring, to wit;” &c.; and in the Sen- 
ate Journal .for Sept. 9, 1789, the pas- 
sage is recorded as follows: ‘‘ Resolved, 
That the-Senate do concur in the re- 
solve of the House of Representatives 
en * Articles te be proposed tothe Leg- 
islatures of the States as amendments 
to the: Constitution of the United 
States,’ with the amendment, two- 
thirds of the Senators preagnt concur- 
ving therein,”’ =. 

When the voté in’ ’ the Senate on the4 
: Twelfth Amendmest:was announced ' 
(22 t6 10) Senator Tracy of Connecticut 
**denied that the question was fairly 
decided. He took it to be the intention 
of the Constitution that there should be 
two-thirds of the whole number of Sen- 
ators elected, which would make the 
number necessary to tts passage 23.” 
But “* the President declared the ques- 
tien had passed the Senate by the ma- 
jority required and ‘conformable to the 
Censtitution and former usage.” (An- 
nals, 8th Cong., ist Sess., P. 200.) 
When the amendment .came to the 
House the point was raised that the 
measure had rot received the constitu- 
tional majority of the Senate. After a 
lengthy debate on this point the vote 
was put with the result indicated above. 
(Ibid., Pp. 646 ff.) 

Again, when the President Pro Tem, 
et the Senate announced the vote 
on the Fifteenth Amendment the ques- 
tion of constitutional majority was 
raised, briefly discussed, and over- 
ruled by the President, who referr@d to 
previous precedents. (Cong. Globe, 3d 
Sess. 40th Cong., Pp, 1641-2.) 

Obviously, the above. considerations 
constitute in no sense an argument in 
favor of ratifying the proposed “‘prohi- 
bition amendment” now before the 


State Legislatures. They are offered by

And as a preof that the in- 
ternal situation of the Dual Monarchy 
is far from being very brilliant, that it 
is even facing the most grave prospects, 
you have quoted the diseontent of the 
oppressed nationalities of this ‘‘;am- 
shackle empire '’ demanding with em- 
phasis their complete independence, 
founded on the principle of the self-de- 
terminatioa of peoples. 

Will you kindly permit me, however, 
to supplement your interesting docu- 
mentation by certain facts which I 
did not find in Taos New York Times. 

A ‘week ago I received from Switzer- 
land a document of international sig- 
nificance, the publication of which has 
been forbidden in Austria-Hungary. It 
is the manifesto of the Southern Slav 
group in the Viennese Reichsrath, ad- 
dressed to the Austro-Hungarian, Ger- 
man, Russian and Ukrainian delega- 
tions at Brest-Litoysk, signed in the 
name of thirty-five Jugolav Depu- 
ties (out of thirty-seven) by Dr. An- 
ton Koroghetz, chief of the group. This 
bold and vigorous document demands a 
radical change in the internal affairs of 
Austria-Hungary by the establishing of 
an independent and sovereign Jugoslav 
State. ;

of $7,737,949, Belng Due Largely 
to War Taxes. 


The Bethlehem Steel Corporation’s an- 
Mual statement yesterday reflected the 
extent to which the plants have been 
concentrated on the manufacture of war 
materials since the United States en- 
tered the cqnflict.” Charles M, Schwab, 
Chairman, and Eugene G. Grace, Presi- 
dent, who jointly signed the statement 
on operations for 1917, told the share 
owners that plant extensions not con- 
sidered vital to the production of ma- 
terials for- the Government had been 
postponed or canceled, The various de- 
partments of the: corporation, in the 
United States, employed an average of 
64,783 employes during the year, com- 
pared with 47,018, in the preceding year. 
‘The net earnings amounted to $53,- 
979,860 after deductions for operating 
costs and Federal war ‘taxes. This was 
$7, 787,949 less than in 1916, the major 
part of the decline being accounted for 
apparently by the war taxes, as the re- 
port said that an increased turnover of 
business had so far offset lower \prices 
that receipts were not much changed 
from those of-the preceding year. The 
management .set aside $17,911,841 for 
depreciation and depletion of coal and 
ore lands, and had a balance of §27,- 
820,737 available for dividends. In the 
preceding record year ‘the balance after 
all reservations was $16,273,231 larger. 
In terms: of the common stock the 
rofit available for dividends was equal 
° -20 oer share. The 1916 return 
was equal to $286 for each share, but 
then there was but $14,862,000 common 
stock outstanding. Dividend ayments, 
including the Red Cross dividend of 1 
r _cent., absorbed $8,177,320, against

tal necessary. In order to méet this 
situation thé corporation sold in -Feb- 
ruary, 1917, $15,000,000 of its Class B 
common stock and the Bethlehem Steel 
Company issued $50,000,000. of its two- 
year notes. The entrance of this coun- 
‘try into the war and the imposition of 
war taxes again made it necessary that 
the corporation ‘have a very substantial 
amount. i capital. ‘This was secured 
“by the sale of $30,000,000 of 8 per cent. 
preferred stock. 

“The Government has recognized the 
inability of corporations to-command, in 
competition with it, the capital neces- 
sary for aaeenting its. war orders, and 
has assisted to a large extent in financ- 
ing .such orders. Except for this assist- 
ance it would have been impossible for 
the corporation to have undertaken the 
work required of it aT the Government.”’ 

The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion was formed, the report said, in 
order to. centralize and facilitate, the 
filing of orders for naval, vessels 
amounting to approximately -$273,000,000.

Has No Sympathy with Dual 
Contracts and Wants City 
Repregented on Boards. 


IN FAVOR OF CITY.OPERATION 


Criticlses Public Service Commission 
Suggestion That. Help Be 
Given Contractors. 


Mayor Hylan in a letter to Theodore 
P, Shonts‘indieated yesterday that he 
would not aid any attempt to increase 
fares on New York transportation lines, 
but would do. all he could to have the 
lines taken aver and operated by tke 
city. The Mayor also made ft plain 
that he heartily disapproved of the dual 
system contracts. The Mayor's letter 
was written in reply to the one from 
Mr. Shonts suggesting that as._a war 
measuré fares on all city lines be in- 
creased to 6 cents. 

As anh inducement Mr. Shonts prom- 
ised to put the dual contract into oper- 
ation at the same time that the in- 
creased fare became operative. He ex- 
plained that this would enable the city 
to begin sharing the profits of the com- 
pany, would relieve the city of the 
preferential payment of more than 
$6,000,000 a year and would provide a 
fund to meet the increased demands of 
labor which Mr. Shonts expects in Sep- 
tember.

HYLAN WARNS EMPLOYES. 


Heads of City Departments Must 
Not Ask for Men or Money. 


Heads of all of the city departments 
were instructed yesterday by Mayor 
Hylan not to make any more applica- 
tions for extra employes, or for in- 
creases of salaries. All such applica- 
tions must wait until the annual budget 
is made-up in the Fall, and the Mayor 
suggests that heads of departments and 
their subordinates concern themselves 
with their duties, and not with such 
personal matters as more pay or lighter 
tasks. 

‘Commissioners and- employes,” he 
said in ‘his public notice to them, ‘* must 
wet. down to work at once and stop wire 
pulling, to the end that the city busi- 
ness may be improved and economy 
practiced.”’

WHEAT. 


The action of the Senate in passing the 
Gore bill, which provides for a price of $2.50 
for next season’s wheat crop, has very ma- 
terially upset the present wheat situation, 
and it is feared will bring about a further 
scarcity. It seemed to be the general opin- 
ion that even if the bill is finally passed 
in conference and goes to the President, that 
it will bey vetoed, but even in this case there 
is going to be some delay in getting the 
question finally settled. Farmers can hard- 
ly ba expected to sell their old wheat if by 
hclding it until July they can secure higher 
figures, and on this account it was the 
opinion in many quarters that if any change

BXPLAINS WAR TAX. 











ON TRANSPORTATION n>. 


Revenue wieaad Interprets Law é 


Affecting Travel by: Rail, 
Water, or Air. | 


MANY. “COMMUTERS EXEMPT |, : 


8% on’ Tickets Costing More Than 
‘86 Cents and 10% on Berths 
en Cars:or Ships.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Bu- 
vreau of Internal Revenue today issued 
the regulations’ which will govern” the 
collection. of the war tax on transporta- 
tion.. This is the tax. of 8, per cent. on 
transportation of persons by rail or 
water, by airplane, or any established 
means, such as an automobile, on reg- 
ular routes where the charge is ‘in ex- 
cess of 35 cents, and of 10 per cent. on 
seats, berths, and staterooms in parlor 
cars, sleeping cars, or on véssels. 

The tax adplies to travel from a point 
in the United States to‘another point-in 
this country 6r te a point in Canada or 
Mexico, where the tickets are sold in 
this country, and the travel is part of 
through transportation. to or from a 
foreign country, other than Canada or 
Mexico. The tax is held to apply to each 
and every form of service and facility 
except passengers’ meals and ‘hotel ac- 
commodations rendered. by or on behalf 
of carriers in connection with trans- 
portation. The tax applies to round- 
trip. tickets, but-does not apply to com- 
mutation tickets, where the travel is 
less than thirty miles. The language of 
the regulations as to this section is as 
follows: 

‘“*Commutation and Season Tickets.— 
The term ‘ commutation or season tick- 
ets,’ as used in Section 500, Subdivision 
C of the act, is held to ‘include all 
forms of tickets issued and intended for 
use for a certain number of trips be- 
tween two given terminals whether lim- 
ited or unlimited as to the time in 
which they are to be used. 

‘“‘The phrase ‘for trips less than 
as used in said subdivision 
of the act in connection with commu- 
tation and season tickets, is held to 
meanfor less than thirty constructive 
miles. in instances where the rate for 
transportation is fixed on the construct- 
ive mileage. 

‘‘Zone System.—If a person pays or 
a carrier collects the fare for a contin- 
uous journey at intervals in amounts of 
less than 36 cents, es in the.zone sys- 
tem, the tax must be collected on the 
total charges from starting point to 
final destination of such person, if 
the charges aggregate 36 cents or more. 

“Combination Farés.—In cases’ in

Tax on Car Seats. 


In the matter of parlor cars.and sleep- 
ing. cars the tax is to apply to the 
amount paid for each drawing room or 
compartment and to seats in observa- 
tion or composite cars. In case of a 
chartered sleeping, parlor, or. private 
éar, the amount paid for the haul is sub- 
ject to the 8.per cent. tax, and the bal- 
ance of the charges, exclusive of meals, 
is subject to the 10 per cent. tax. 

The 10 per cent. tax applies to.amounts 
paid for all of the. accommodations for 
use in connection with transportation 
between: points ih tne United States or 
from a point in the United States to a 
point in Canada or Mexico, whether pay- 
ment. thereof be made in the United 
States or elsewhere, and even though 
such transportation be pert of roars 
transportation .to or from a foreign 
eountry, other than Canada or Mexico. 
The tax also applies to amounts paid for 
commutation books. purchased in the 
United States calling for any of such 
gecommodations. 

The 10 per cent. tax does not apply td 
amounts paid for Late 74 including com- 
mutation. books, ss for. and ‘partially 
used before Nov. 1, 1917, or to accom- 
modations furnished free under the pro- 
visions of Federal or State laws.

WHITMAN SIGNS ICE BILL.

ALBANY, March 22.—New York City’s 
ee. manufacturing industry Went under 
t control and regulation of Benjamin 
B., Odell, State Ice Controller, today, 
when Governor ‘Whitman signed the 
War. Committee's bill giving him this 


power. . 

Mr. Odell is .also empowered to con- 

l the-industry in Long Island City 
and in the counties bordering on the 
Hudson River up to and including Al- 
bany and Rennselaer counties. 

The law puts the industry under a 
license plan. Licenses are to be issued 
\by the Ice Controller upon terms to be 
prescribed. by him. Owners of un- 
licensed plants who attempt to run their 
business will be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and liable to imprisonment for not more 
‘than one year or a fine of not more 
than $1,000 or both. 

The law is intended.to restrict the use 
of ammonia, which is vitally needed by 
the Federal authorities for manufactur: 
ing explosives.
